British Columbia’s 1975 
assessment mil could produce 
taxation chaos and result in 
massive inequities for taxpay¬ 
ers unless the government 
produces a npw taxation poli¬ 
cy this fall. 

That was the shock an¬ 
nouncement by Assessment 
Commissioner Percy Wright 
when he appeared before the 
legislative standing commit¬ 
tee cn taxation Fin day 

Wright, who is also chair¬ 


man of the new ly-formed B.C. 
Assessment Authority, tes¬ 
tified that the authority was 
charged under the Assess¬ 
ment Act with bringing all 
assessments in the province 
up to 100 per cent of market 
value for the 1975 roll. 

He called for either a delay 
in implementation of the act 
or a S|>eedy decision on tax 
policy by the legislature this 
tall. 

‘‘Actual-value assessments 
can be achieved for the year 
1975." Wright said. "But there 


are problems It is recom¬ 
mended that these assess¬ 
ments, some of which will be 
good and some of which will 
r»e very rough, be not pro¬ 
ceeded with unless the Legis¬ 
lature adopts a tax policy act 
effective for the 1975 taxation 
year. 

"If such an act is not 
passed, the impact of tax . . . 
on actual-value assessments 
will be dramatic, comparing 
both types of property and 
properties within types.”

The B.C. Milk Board has 
authorized all B.C. dairies to 
raise prices by two cents a 
quart folkwing an increase in 
producers’ costs. 

The increase will not atted 
milk by-products such as but¬ 
ter and cheese, which are 
controlled by a federal 
agency. 

At the start' of this year a 
quart of milk, at doorstep de¬ 
livery prices, cost 47 cents. Ii 
went to 49 cents in March and 
51 cents in July. 

A one cent increase took ef¬ 
fect Sept. 10 and the Monday 
increase will bring the price 
to .54 cents. 

Milk prices in grocery 
stnres are normally two or 
three cents lower.

The rate of increases in 
food prices had shown signs 
of moderating earlier this 
year, but hard-hit cereal and 
soya crops combined with de¬ 
pleted reserves are creating 
an unexpected market short- 
age which will drive prices up 
15 per cent over the year, the 
board said. 

In its fifth quarterly report, 
the board said "contrary to 
earlier expectations, the up¬ 
ward pressure on food prices 
cannot now be expected to 
abate for some time to 
come." 

Boa r d chairman Beryl 
Plumptre said another cause 
for food price increases was 
general non-food inflation, 
which contributed hi rising 
food costs because "three 
fifths of food <-ost increases 
come from outside the farm 
gate." 

A spokesman for the board 
said Canadian fond prices 
were closely related to those 
«>T the United States and "the 
trend there is extremely dis¬ 
concerting." 

Hie board said the world’s 
grain pi-oduction would bo 
lower this year than in 1975 
and "consequences of such a 
drop following so soon after 
the decline in 1972 are [>oien- 
tially very serious because of 
\erv low levels of grain in 
storage." 

Plumptre said. "We now 
have no resources, so next 
year is going to be very criti¬ 
cal. If we had another 
drought hil year, that would 
tie very bad for food prices 
next year.” 


SANTO DOMINGO <A_P> 
About two dozen armed lef¬ 
tists occupied the Venezuelan 
consulate, in this capital of 
Dominican Republic, planted 
bombs and threatened to blow 
it up at noon today unless $1 
million and 38 jailed 
comrades are traded for a 
kidnapped American woman 
diplomat and at least seven 
other hostages. 

The leftists, led by a con¬ 
victed airplane hijacker re¬ 
cently freed from jail, de¬ 
manded the ransom money 
from die United States gov- 
e r n m e n t , but diplomatic 
v/uix-es said Friday night 
Venezuela was willing to pay 
it if the Dominican govern¬ 
ment would free the 58 politi¬ 
cal prisoners. 

Sources at the presidential 
palace in Santo Domingo said, 
however, that it will be almost 
impossible to reach a solu¬ 
tion "before the 24-hour dead¬ 
line” that comes at noon 
today. The Dominican govern¬ 
ment maintained official si¬ 
lence. 

The American hostage is 
Barbara Hutchison, director 
of the U.S. Information Ser- 
v ice in the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic. which shares the Caribbe¬ 
an island of Hispaniola with 
Haiti. She was abducted by 
five armed men at 11:30 a.m. 
P'riday outside her office on a 
quiet tree-lined street and 
then was driven to the Vene¬ 
zuelan consulate. 

The USIS had been evacuat¬ 
ed moments before when an 
unidentified man shouted: 
“There is a bomb in the 
bathroom!” 

The Venezuelan foreign 
ministry in Caracas said 23 
guerrillas were involved in 
the consulate takeover. One of 
the hostages. Venezuelan Con¬ 
sul Jesus Gregorio dr Corral, 
told the Associated Press by 
lelephonc that the gunmen 
had planted the bombs and 
w>uld set them off. "killing us 
all." unless their demands 
were met. 

Diplomatic sources in Santo 
Domingo said the offer to pay 
the ransom came from Vene- 
z. u e I a ’ s President Cark»s 
Andres Perez in a com¬ 
munication to the Dominican 
government.

The crux of the assessment 
problem is that residential 
property historically has been 
assessed at about one-third, 
or even as low as 25 per cent, 
of its market value. Even in¬ 
creases due to rising market 
value were curtailed for a 
king time by a government- 
imposed ceiling of 10 per cent 
on annual assessment in¬ 
creases. 

Then this year the province 
ordered that industrial and 
commercial property should 
be assessed al 50 per cent of 
its market value. which 
meant businesses bore the 
brunt of tax increases this 
year. 

If all these types of proper- 
fy are now assessed at 100 prr 
cent of market value, it would 
mean that' residential taxes 
v ould be bumped up four 
times, while companies would 
have their taxes doubled 
again. 

This problem could he 
solved by reducing taxes to 
allow for the increase assess¬ 
ment, and by imposing lower 
rates on residential property 
than on industrial or commer¬ 
cial property. But the practice 
province-wide has been to im- 
l>ose a uniform mill rate, irre¬ 
spective of the kind of proper¬ 
ty. 

Further complicating the 
situation is that residential 
property. particularly in 
urban areas, has appreciated 
in value more rapidly in re¬ 
cent years than other kinds of 
F*orper»y. Municipal assessors 
haven’t been able to keep up 
with these changes in value 
and commonly resort to a 
method called factoring. 

Since they couldn’t physi¬ 
cally re-assess all property, 
they re-assessed a cross-sec¬ 
tion. determined the average 
increase and then applied this 
factor generally to whole 
areas. 

When assessors in the jsast 
had done a g>id job. Wright 
said, factoring, although an 
imperfect system. worked 
fairly well. However. be 
added, this just isn’t the case 
in many areas of the province 
and. indeed, varies even with¬ 
in a municipality. 

"Die more efficient assess¬ 
ment practices being in¬ 
troduced by the Assessment 
Authority, which has taken 
over assessment function* 
from municipalities. will 
mean that some property 
owners will have to pay whop¬ 
ping increases in taxes as a 
result of re-assessment.

Port Hardy massacre 


Kids club, 

shoot 

salmon 

PORT HARDY lx>w water in the rivers, 
brought on bv a prolonged dry spell, is hold¬ 
ing back salmon in their efforts to reach 
their spawning grounds. But in some of the 
rivers near here human predators are prov¬ 
ing to be more dangerous to the fish. 

Hardest hit have been those in the Tsul- 
quate River, which is close to a main housing 
subdivision. 

"Shotguns, clubs, axes, rocks, you name 
it," said municipal public works employee Al 
Lyon after a visit to the pumphouse where 
water is taken from the river for the munici¬ 
pal water system. • 

“There w’ere about 15 kids there killing 
them as fast as they could. 

“One group of three kids had two 12-gauge 
shotguns in action last Saturday. I chased 
them away from the pumphouse but they just 
moved up the river. 

•’I’ve got my own work to do, so I couldn’t 
follow them.” 

A fishladder next to a weir which holds 
water for the pumphouse was found full of 
rocks by fisheries patrol officers Les Jenkirts 
and Harry Cartwright. The rocks had aj>- 
parerkly been used to kill the fish as they 
tried to get up the ladder. 

"It’s bloody ridiculous," said Jenkins. 
’They’re not killing them for food, but just 
because they enjoy killing." 

Two men have been charged with snag¬ 
ging fish in the river, an offence which car¬ 
ries a penalty of a $1,000 fine. Snagging is 
done with a triple hook on a stout line. The 
hook is thrown into a school of fish then 
drawn quickly back, catching anything in 
front of it. 

F5sh in the Quatse River, farther out of 
towh. have not fared so badly but many have 
l>een found gutted for their roe, which is used 
as bait by fishermen. 

Coho fry, spawned last year and still in 
the rivers, will be hard, hit if the wwrm 
weather continues and there is no rainfall. 
They are in small pools and can’t survive if 
the water becomes too warm, said fisheries 
officer Gordon Zealand. 

However. Zealand said, salmon he has 
seen holding off the mouths of the rivers until 
there is enough water for them to go up¬ 
stream are in "remarkably good condition." 

In the Nimpkish River, about 30 miles 
south of here, the salmon face a different 
hazard. 

The river has a plentiful supply of cold 
water, hut it contains a fungus which last 
year destroyed a great part of the run. 

"There is always some of the fungus 
around." Zealand said, “and we’re keeping a 
close watch on the river this year.”

tion. 

In a request for an order 
"terminating proceedings." 
filed before the Federal 
Powri Commission, ihe I’.S. 
tompames said they had been 
informed by Pan-Alberta Ga« 
Ltd.. the Canadian suppli¬ 
er.” that "th«* gas sale* con¬ 
tract has been cancelled." 


The U.S. firms had been 
seeking FPC permission *o 
import. irans[*orl and sell the 
gas oxer a six-year period 
and had been prepared to 
spend more than $150 million 
on farilities to handle the gas 
from Kingsgate. B.C.. through 
Idaho. Washington. Colorado. 
California and Arizona. 

The applications had been 


proposed to import gas "for 
transportation and sale" to 
two main jurisdictions, El 
Paso Natural Gas Co. of 
lexas and Northwest Pipeline 
Corp. of Salt l-ake City. Utah. 
Southern California Gas Co. 
was involved on a smaller 
scale. 

A total of $150.2 million in 
facilities would have been 


built by the three companies 
to receive and transport the 
gas. Interstate Transmission 
Associates, a partnership of 
Pacific Interstate Transmis¬ 
sion Co. - and Northwest En¬ 
ergy Co., had planned to im¬ 
port the gas and build $121 
million in facilities to trans¬ 
port it to Iwm points in Ore¬ 
gon.

Cordon Bleu chef 
now stirring chili 


TAMPA, Fla. rAPt A chef who once 
prepared pheasant under glass and coq au 
vin Pm* Dwight Eisenhower and John Ken¬ 
nedy now cooks chili and fried chicken 
lunches without pay just to keep his apron 
on. 

George (Pierre) Rivard. 47. who studied 
at the Cordon Bleu school in Paris, has had 
to make certain adjustments in his role as a 
volunteer cafeteria chef at the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration Hospital here. 

"I can’t get used to canned and frozen 
foods," says Rivard, who once earned $1,600 
a month as a chef. 

From 1960 to 1963. Rivard worked for Ken¬ 
nedy at the late president's Hyannisport and 
West Palm Reach homes preparing meals 
for small gatherings and banquets for 350 
guest*. 

Earlier, from 1957 to 1959. Rivard was one 


of Eisenhower’s favorite chefs at the Brown 
Palace Hotel in Denver. Mrs. Eisenhower's 
ailing mother lived in Denver at the time .and 
the president and his wife stayed at the 
Brown Palace four or five times each year, 
Rivard said. 

"I miss that creativity and challenge." he 
says. "Here it is a cafeteria. People go 
through a line . . . hut once the smell of a 
kitchen gets in your blood, it stays." 

Rivard would like to cook in ihe big time 
once more but working even part-time would 
disqualify the United States Navy veteran for 
the full disability veterans benefits he now 
receives. So Rivard is content as a six-hour- 
a-day volunteer cafeteria cook. 

Born in Berlin. N. H., Rivard's introduc¬ 
tion to the culinary arts was supplied by an 
uncle wly» cooked for a lumberjack camp. 
Rivard polished his skill as a navy conk and 
later travelled to Paris for formal learning 




SANTO DOMINCO (UPI) — The Dominican 
government refused Saturday to give in to guer¬ 
rilla demands to release 37 prisonei-s and pay St 
mitlion in spite of two death threat deadlines against 
sfx hostages. 

The two deadlines given by 
the guerrillas, at noon and 5 
p.m., passed without any im¬ 
mediate known reprisals 
taken against the captives, 
which include American diplo¬ 
mat Barbara Hutchison and 
the Venezuelan consul and 
vice-consul. 

One ol the hostages escaped 
around noon Saturday and 
was shot and critically wound¬ 
ed in the chest while fleeing, 
police sources said. 

As the second deadline ap¬ 
proached. a police mobile riot 
squad with tear gas grenades 
and launchers arrived outside 
the Venezuelan consulate, 
now controlled by the guerril¬ 
las holding the hostages. 

Miss Hutchison, in a tele¬ 
phone interview taped in 
Spanish by Radio Cristal, said 
in a strained voice she did not 
think the United States would 
pay $1 million for her release. 

Guerrilla leader Radames 
Mendez Vargas said in a tele¬ 
phone interview shortly after 
noon that if his demands were 
not met by the deadline he 
would "act according to the 
circumstances." 

He said that a Ja|»anese 
captive fled through a window 
after asking permission to go 
to the bathroom. He did not 
mention any shooting. 

Police sources said the 
man, variously identified as 
Pablo Caho, a Japanese, or 
Pablo Chao, of Chinese de¬ 
scent. was shot in the chest 
by the guerrillas. He was 
later rushed to a military hos¬ 
pital by troops surrounding 
the occupied consulate, the 
sources said. 

He was reported by police 
to be in critical condition. 

"I don’i think the U.S.’gov¬ 
ernment will pay the ran¬ 
som." said Miss Hutchison, a 
47-year-old career diplomat. 

"That’s the philosophy of my 
government." 

"We are hungry, that’s one 
problem." she said. "The 
lights and water are cut off.” 

I<ater she sent a frantic te¬ 
leprinter message to U.S. am¬ 
bassador Roberl Hurwitch 
asking him to head off a po¬ 
lice rush at the building, 
which she said was imminent. 

Hurwitch messaged back that 
he had been assured no such 
action was contemplated "for 
the time being”. 

The guerrillas said they 
numbered 23. but only six 
were known to have been seen 
inside the consulate. 

A spokesman for the gov¬ 
ernment said it was inclined 
to let the guerrillas leave the 
country with safe conduits, 
but not to release any more 
convicts.

His remarks should be cheered by every 
sane-thinking British Columbian. No matter 
. what the minority says, no matter what ob- 
lections it raises about a law lhat will reduce 
death on the highway, we have to he moving 
into a somewhat enlightened age insofar as 
' speed is concerned. 

1 totally reject arguments from those 
drivers who insist they are superior drivers 
and. therefore, capable of travelling our 
highways at excessiv e speeds 

THEY ARE NOT capable of maintaining 
control of a dangerous weapon at speeds of 
more than 80 m.p.h. Many of the dissenters 
will trot out unblemished driving records to 
. prove they are masters of driving, masters 
of being able to gun the auto at 70, 80 or 90 
m.p.h. 

Conceding the point they may be good 
drivers doesn't alier the fact there are too 
many factors against them. Poorly construct¬ 
ed highways, sub - standard drivers. They 
must be taken into consideration and if this 
means we are setting speed laws in the 
lowest common denominator sense, ihen this 
is precisely'what we must do. The w hole 
must be protected from the few. 

IT IS TO BE HOPED that the introduc¬ 
tion of slower highway speeds will be accom¬ 
panied by stiffer penalties for those who con¬ 
tinue to thumb their noses at the laws. Re¬ 


ducing the speed limit is good only if the 
penalties for disobedience are conversely 
raised. 

It is also hoped that the big semi-trailers, 
driven by professionals, will be part and par¬ 
cel of reduced speed limits. They too often 
get away with excessive speed and many mo¬ 
torists feel there is a separate set of laws for 
the professional driver. 

And this should be made indelibly clear 
to the drivers of the trans-continental buses. 

GREYHOUND BUSES. far instance 
break the speed limit every single day of the 
year and seemingly with impunity. You don't 
hear of too many bus drivers being ticketed 
for exceeding the limit. 

Greyhound management must take the 
blame. Greyhound management sets up 
schedules that are virtually impossible to 
maintain without the drivers resorting to the 
lead-foot method of driving. Again, the 
drivers, through long years of highway expe¬ 
rience, are undoubtedly excellent at their 
jobs. This should not, however, give them li¬ 
cence to break the law when other drivers, 
say commercial travellers (.with the same 
long years of experience i, are ticketed for 
speeding infractions. 

THERE IS precious little sanity on the 
highways, so any move fa add even a small 
measure of safety has to be a move in the 
proper the only — direction. 

Get the speed freaks off the roads. Fine 
them heavily, jail them for repealed infrac¬ 
tions and forget the bleeding heart renditions 
of what hardship it might.cause the families 
of the punished offenders. 

Old story - who cries for the victim. Im¬ 
mediate family and the tears are lost on the 
rotten-driving fraternity. 

And. in case you hadn't noticed it. Vic¬ 
toria has become one of the very worsi cities 
in Canada in which to drive. 

Contrast it to. say, in years ago when 
Victoria might well have been one of the eas¬ 
iest cities in which to drive. Progress . .,

I used the term "so-called" 
because that is the popularly 
used word.

more accurate) term is "an¬ 
ticoagulants." 

That is. the anticoagulants 
have the property of retarding 
the ( lotting of blood, although 
other than that they do not 
markedly change the consis¬ 
tency of the blood. Here is one 
effect:

If, having normal blood, you 
get a bump hard enough to 
break some tiny blood ves¬ 
sels, the blood will cloi so rap- 
ldy that relatively little of it 
escapes. But it the blood has 
been '"thinned" with an¬ 
ticoagulants, the blood does 
not clot so promptly, more of 
it seeps into the tissues, and 
presently there is enough to 
cause a visible bruise. The 
anticoagulants do not cause 
the bruises hut they permit 
them to develop. 

Similarly a nick, say from 
shaving, or any small wound 
will bleed longer if you are 
being treated with an- 
ticoaguants.

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Russian wrecking crew confronted by novelty—a sit-in 


MOSCOW (Reuter) - When 
wrecking crews started to de¬ 
molish a tattered 19th-century 
building on Moscow's Kropot¬ 
kin Square, they found behind 
the building’s facade a com¬ 
plete merchant’s house dating 
back two centuries. It was 
one of the few secular struc¬ 
tures that survived the Great 
Fire of Moscow in 1812. 


Bill what astonished the 
demolition men and the city 
Soviet Council even more was 
the strength ul protest when 
bulldozers threatened to drive 
right on through the house. 

Members of the Russian Re¬ 
public's nearest equivalent to 
a western architectural pres¬ 
sure group, the All-Russian 
Society for the Preservation 


of Historical and Cultural 
Monuments, literally sat in, 
day and nightf, to keep the 
destroyers at bay. 

Before the essentially volun¬ 
tary society was found in 1965 
such action would have been 
unthinkable in a state where 
government decisions are 
generally regarded as gospel. 

' The impetus for the soci¬ 


ety’* founding came mainly 
from Soviet intellectuals hor¬ 
rified at what they considered 
the senseless destruction of 
Russia’s heritage in the name 
of progress. 

Some of tne showpieces of 
Soviet architecture, Moscow’! 
Prospect Kalinina and the 
Russiya Hotel, were erected 


on the ruin* of part* of the old 
town in the early 1960s. 

Since then, said the soci¬ 
ety’s assistant director, Vladi¬ 
mir Ivanov, membership has 
rocketed to more than nine 
million. Everyone pays an an¬ 
nual fee of .10 kopeks (about 
40 cents) and many take an 
active hand in restoration 
work. 


Ihe Russian Society has 
sister organizations in the 
other 14 Soviet republics but 
look after their own affairs. 

From its headquarters in a 
little 17th century monastery 
close to Moscow’s largely re¬ 
built centre, the society co-or¬ 
dinates the activities of 1,520 
salaried workers throughout 
the Russian federation and 


the fund-raising and other 
work of its volunteer cells. 

The Soviet Encyclopedia de¬ 
fines the society's til ms as "to 
work with the state organs in 
maintaining monuments, to 
use the monuments for the> 
eo m muniit education of 
youth." 

Ivanov said a building proj¬ 
ect will often find the slate 


organs in direct conflict with 
the society, which they must 
consult before going ahead 
with any redevelopment. 

"Generally we manage to 
arrive at some kind of com¬ 
promise. After all, we can’t 
demand that nothing be built. 
That would be too muuh like 
Don Quixote tilting at Iris 
windmills."

WASHINGTON <AP) - - 
President Ford consolidated 
United States government 
economic policy-making ami 
formed a blue-ribbon labor- 
management committee on 
Saturday, then exhorted 
Americans to join in a citi¬ 
zens’ crusade to whip infla¬ 
tion. 

Ford came from the bedside 
of his wife, who had just un¬ 
dergone surgery for breast 
cancer, to address the conclu¬ 
sion of his two-day economic 
summit conference. 

"Betty would want me to be 
here,” he said to the applause 
of the 1,800 delegates and 
spectators after reporting that 
doctors said: "She came 
through the operation all 
right.” 

Ford was clearly shaken by 
what he called "a difficult 36 
hours.” His voice quavered 
with emotion as he mentioned 
his wife’s surgery. Senator 
Hubert Humphrey, Minnesota 
Democrat said after the . 
speech that "tears were 
streaming from Ford's eyes.’’ 

But the president's voice 
was strong and his tone firm 
as he delivered his prepared- 
in-advance address conclud¬ 
ing a forum which aired 
scores of conflicting sugges¬ 
tions from economists, busi¬ 
ness and labor leaders, con¬ 
gressional and government of¬ 
ficials. 

Ford said he will outline for 
Congress and the public with¬ 
in 10 days his recommen¬ 
dations for "a coherent and 
consistent” inflation-fighting 
program and indicated it will 
call for major tax reform. 

The president said he has: 

• Consolidated by execu¬ 
tive order the government's 
domestic and foreign econ¬ 
omy efforts under an Eco¬ 
nomic Policy Board, to be 

' headed by Treasury Secretary 
William Simon. 

• Established by execu¬ 
tive order a White House La- 
lior-Management Committee 
to advise him "man-to-man 
and face-to-face” on major 
economic policy. Its eight 
labor members include AFL- 
CIO President George Meany 
while the eight management 
members Include some of the 
biggest names in U.S. busi¬ 
ness and industry. 

• Appointed Princeton 
University economist Albert 
Rees 10 head the Council on 
Wage and Price Stability re¬ 
cently authorized by Congress 
at Ford’s request. 

After making the three an¬ 
nouncements. Ford added: 
"Nobody knows better than I 
do that councils and commit¬ 
tees cannot win this war.” 

"The most important weap¬ 
on in the fight against infla¬ 
tion is the spirit of the Ameri¬ 
can people,” he said, lie 
urged all Americans "to join 
me in a great effort — and to 
become inflation fighters ami 
energy savers.” 

Ford indicated his tax re¬ 
form plans when he said 
"government must concern it¬ 
self” with those hit hardest by 
inflation. 

As examples, he said "we 
must adjust our tax system to 
encourage savings, stimulate 
productivity, discourage 
excessive debt and to correct 
inflation-caused inequities.” 
He also said: "We must pro¬ 
vide productive work for 
those without jobs." 

Those two points — tax re¬ 
form and public service jobs 
— gained widespread support 
from conference delegates 
who expressed widely differ¬ 
ing view-points on such other 
issues as where to cut federal 
spending or how to bring 
down interest rates.

Schreyer said his position 
was "obviously self-interest” 
but if resource revenues are 
to be excluded from the for¬ 
mula, they should lie phased 
out over four or five years. 

Premier Barrett said if the 
revenues remained in the for¬ 
mula. "other province* would 
not husband their resources 
properly” and he specifically 
named Quebec. 

Premier Peter Lougheed of 
Alberta said he supported the 
general principle of equaliza¬ 
tion but revenues from natur¬ 
al resources should be exclud¬ 
ed from the formula because 
the resources are not renew¬ 
able. 

Premier Allan Blakeney of 
Saskatchewan said artificially 
low prices for western oil al¬ 
ready is a form of subsidy for 
non-producing provinces. 

He said it mighl be possible 
for resource royalties to lie 
included in the equalization 
payments formula if price* 
for western oil and other raw- 
material* were allowed to 
float to world market levels. 

That way. the producing 
provinces would get more rev¬ 
enues from higher royalties. 

The premiers* communique 
was strongly-worded when it 
« ame to the resource taxation 
issue and they recommended 
that federal Finance Minister 
John Turner abandon his 
series of bilateral meetings 
with the provinces in favor of 
a full-scale federal-provincial 
meeting on the problem. % 

The premiers also reaf¬ 
firmed their desire to meet 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
other premiers before the fed¬ 
eral budget is presented in 
mid-November "given the ob¬ 
vious need for close fiscal and 
economic policy co-ordination 
among senior governments at 
the present time "

LONDON (UPI) - Foreign 
Secretary James Callaghan 
said Saturday lie will team 
Britain up with West Ger¬ 
many in demanding fun¬ 
damental changes in the com¬ 
mon market’s crisis-plagued 
farm policies. 

Callaghan said in a British 
general election campaien 
speech at Coventry the com¬ 
mon market’s agricultural 
policy is "one of the main 
areas of greatest complaint 
from Britain because the sys¬ 
tem does not meet our re¬ 
quirements. 

"What has become clear 
this week is that it does not 
meet the needs of the German 
people either," Callaghan 
said. 

The French government, 
which depends on farmers for 
political support, favors high 
common market agricultural 
farm prices, but Germany 
and Britain would like to see 
the prices fall. 

Callaghan said he will ask 
for radical reforms at a cru¬ 
cial meeting of common mar¬ 
ket farm and agriculture min- 
i s t e r s at Luxembourg 
Wednesday. 

Prime Minister Harold 
Wtkacn said in a campaign 
speech in Wales the’ country is 
divided on whether Britain 
should stay In the market. 


OTrAWA (CP) Heritage 
Canada, formed 18 months 
ago to protect historic struc¬ 
tures and landscapes, wound 
sip its annual meeting here 
Saturday by presenting its 
first heritage awards. 

Top honors went to Van¬ 
couver for the city’s role in 
restoring the Gastown district 
and saving the late Victorian 
atmosphere of Maple Tree 
and Blood Alley squares from 
developers. Mmc. Leger, wife 
of Gov. Gen. Jules Leger, pre¬ 
sented the award at a special 
reremony at Government 
House. 

The awards program was 
established in February to re¬ 
cognize excellence in heritage 
preservation. 

Heritage Canada's board 
chairman, Hartiand Mac- 
Dougall of Montreal, earlier 
announced details of the orga¬ 
nization's first ventures into 
heritage property acquisition 
at Edmonton and St. An¬ 
drew’s, N.B. 

In Edmonton, the trust had 
made a five-year. $500,000 
commitment to reviving the 
Strathcona district, which 
dales back to the 1890s. 


Work on the project will be 
undertaken with the City of 
Edmonton, the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment, and the Cevonian 
Foundation, a private endow¬ 
ment fund, MacDougall said. 

In St. Andrew’s, N.S., the 
frost is committing $250,000 to 
retain the core of the town, 
where many houses are more 
than 100 years old.

B ack in October, 1972 . Norman Leo, rc.’s 

minister of human i-esources, shocked the Em¬ 
ployers’ Council, and got newspaper headlines in 
the process, when he suggested that working peo¬ 
ple involved in disputes with management might 
qualify for welfare benefits. 

Council president Fred Peskett protested any 
such commitment "would open up opportunities for 
unions to use public money as a strike fund.” But 
many applauded. 

The following year, at a conference of federal 
and provincial welfare ministers in Ottawa, Mr. 
Levi presented proposals for a guaranteed income 
for all to replace the welfare system. 

The idea seemed to find favor, particularly 
with Mr. Levi’s counterparts from socialist Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan. And the Quebec minister, 
Claude Castonguay, was enthusiastic. 

In this province reaction was mixed, but the 
minister had created for himself the image of a 
crusader for the under-dog, and people disinclined 
to work were jubilant at the prospect of a continu¬ 
ing free ride. 

They were further reassured when the min¬ 
ister expressed the belief there were not enough 
“welfare bums” to worry about. 

"I have only met about a half dozen people in 
my 17 years in this business (as a social worker 
and parole officer) that wilfully will not work ... I 


met a group of people out in the Sooke area who 
are doing a recreation thing who do not want to 
work,” he said. "They are on welfare and say we 
should continue to pay them. We are continuing to 
pay them.” 

Then, in July of this year, the minister changed 
his tone. He has a word for the work-shirker. 

“People who are able to work must work,” 
said Mr. Levi, “if work is available.” 

Even if it meant moving a family, guarantee¬ 
ing accommodation, all at government expense, if 
there were work anywhere—even outside of the 
province—it had to be accepted or the welfare 
cheque ayould stop. 

On Thursday the minister confirmed this 
policy. 

The immediate reaction from the Federated 
Anti-poverty Groups of Greater Vancouver and the 
Unemployed Citizens Welfare Improvement Coun¬ 
cil was that the government was sending people 
now on welfare to ^forced labor in sweatshops.” 

This sort of nonsense deserves no reply. 

Mr. Levi may not reduce his budgetary over¬ 
draft by any very substantial amount with his sen¬ 
sibly revised approach to the problem of welfare, 
but he has restored some discipline to a society 
where it has been sadly lacking. And he has re¬ 
moved the odium some people felt attached to ac¬ 
ceptance of help, however well deserved 

He deserves some applause. 


Hungry all of a sudden 


T HAT LUNCHEON get-together of Premier Bar¬ 
rett’s in Vancouver the other day was enough 
to cause acute indigestion among outsiders as 
well as the diners. But maybe a mixture of peppery 
talk with the resl of the menu doesn’t disturb the 
inner workings of politicians. That was the bill of 
fare when the premier and some of his cabinet 
played host to 12 of the province’s federal MPs. All 
of B.C.’s Ottawa representatives were invited, ap¬ 
parently. But the Liberals stayed away from the 
luncheon which one Vancouver newspaper de¬ 
scribed as a "let’s-roast-Ottawa” session. 

That it was. Some heaping helpings of criti¬ 
cism of the federal government were taken on sev¬ 
eral matters. One was the Alaska oil tanker issue. 
The Trudeau administration’s lack of concern over 
the spill dangers brought from Premier Barrett a 
bitter accusation of what has long been obvious, 
that Ottawa has accepted tanker traffic as "inevi¬ 
table” and "is not actively pursuing with the U.S. 
government alternatives other than oil tanker ship¬ 
ments down the west coast of the province.” 

This was his second helping of complaint on 
the oil tanker course, actually. Two days earlier at 
Bellingham, during the closing session of a three- 
day symposium on Canada-U.S. relations, the pre¬ 
mier bit into Ottawa for complacency on the ques¬ 
tion. 

He seems to have developed a hunger for it all 
of a sudden. 

Thera is no question that Ottawa has taken an 
off-hand approach to the danger of oil spills. Right 
from the beginning there has been a puzzling lack 


of concern in discussions of the massive movement 
of oil down the coast that will follow completion of 
the North Slope-Valdez pipeline, and the threat it 
holds for B.C. 

It is almost as though the federal government 
was turned off by its own David Anderson who, at 
the start of the Alaska pipeline planning, saw the 
danger and took the initiative in a campaign 
against the sea shipment proposal. It was a one- 
man effort, though, as far as Canadian politicians 
were concerned. 

The B.C. Liberal leader, a Trudeau back¬ 
bencher from Saanich at the time, might have been 
able to get his party’s big-wigs to move had he been 
given more support, including backing from B.C. 
politicians. But he was a "loner” among them. 

It is only now' that David Barrett, who was 
around in those days, has become vocal on the 
question, although he is trying to make it sound as 
though he has been busy. At the Bellingham sym¬ 
posium he told his listeners tbe taking of sides in 
the tanker controversy gets him into hot water at 
home. If he works for better ships and navigation 
systems to minimize the risk of oil spills when the 
tankers come, he is accused of approving the idea 
of the tanker traffic in the first place; but if he 
does not support such plans he is accused of being 
unrealistic. 

If the. premier has been working for better 
ships and navigation systems, or even had thoughts 
of doing so for that matter, it would be news to the 
people of B.C.

For a hungry world 


An increasingly hungry 
world will find this year that 
e.\ ports of grain from the 
United States, on which so 
many countries dei^nd, will 
not be as high as was hofied. 

One of the most frightening 
aspects of the world food 
crisis is the det»endence of so 
many nations on the success 
of the harvests in so few. The 
United States alone supplies 
aixnit 40 per cent of the 
world's wheat exports, 50 per 
cent of the animal feedgrains 
and is the biggest exporter of 
rice. Yet this year, though the 
wheat harvest will he about 7 
per cent. up on 1973- itself a 
jKxir year the supply of the 
main feedgrains. maize and 
soya beans, will he down be¬ 
cause of droughts earlier in 
thp year. 

This means the United 
States will not he able to sell 
as much grain as earlier ex- 
l>ected. so there will have to 
he rationing by price or limits 
on the amounts given as aid. 
At worst, there could be ex- 
jjort control, as happened last 
year with a ban on sales of 
soya, so throwing the world 
trade in animal feedstuff into 
confusion. Japan, one of the 
rich nations, was badly hit 
then, nntf is already early in 
this year's queue. 

Harvest prospects for many 
other countries are in now 
and. though on the surface 
they look reasonable, espe¬ 
cially for wheat, behind the 
figures lie more gloomy farts. 
For once pul into global per¬ 
spective, they show a world¬ 
wide grain market as the 
prey not just of the weather 
and extra mouths to feed, but 
of the politicians. 

In Europe most grain pro¬ 
duction. esr»ecially wheat, 
looks hopeful, flood maize 
. crops could make up the 
shortfill of feedgrain from 
America, hut the real saving 
is likely to come from a size¬ 
able cutback in livestock pro¬ 
duction in Europe and the 
United Slates. 

There are also promising 
rejiorts of wheat harvests ip 
the Soviet Union, despite a 
had start owing to jioor sow¬ 
ing weather. It is unlikely 


Harvest hopes fading

that Russia will have to im- 
jiort as it did for the first time 
in 1972, when it bought enor¬ 
mous quantities from America. 
In Canada, though, earlier op¬ 
timism is now more guarded. 

China looks like having a 
good wheat crop, though a 
few provinces are disappoint¬ 
ing. Its soya bean harvest 
sfvHild be up as well, and rice 
seems promising. 

Rice prospects in other 
parts of the Far East are also 
fair, especially in Indonesia 
and Thailand. But in India a 
mixture of floods and dro>ight 
means that about seven mil¬ 
lion metric tons of wheat and 
other grains must be Imported 
in the next few months. This 
is a great blow to the coun¬ 
try's economic planners who 
thought India might be self- 
sufficient from this year. And 
in Bangladesh the recent 
floods hit the early summer 
rice, forcing the price up ta 
three times that of last De¬ 
cember. And a country like 
Bangladesh can scarcely af¬ 
ford the cost of imports 
★ ★ ★ 

But what |ierhaps is the 
most worrying fact is that 
there is now probably only 
three weeks supply of grain 
stored away thrcighout the 
world the lowest level for 20 
years, and about one-fifth of 
that of the mid-sixties. In 
America alone reserves have 
hit their lowest level (or 40 
years. So whatever this year's 
grain harvests yield, in much 
of the world they will simply 
not be enough to replenish 
stocks run down since the 
many crop failures of 1972. 

The United Nations, through 
its Food and Agriculture Or¬ 
ganization. has proposed a 
world food reserve stockpile, 
which could also help stabilize 
prices. The suggestion is that 
individual countries should 
have their own stockpiling po¬ 
licies to reach an agreed in¬ 
ternational level and to let de¬ 
veloping countries draw on 
those reserves. One difficulty, 
though, is that Russia does 
not belong to FAO, nor does it 
publish reserve figures. 


Others have suggested an 
internationally controlled re¬ 
serve paid by the better-off 
countries, with the recipients 
then i>aying for storage and 
transport. 

Such ideas will be threshed 
out in November at a World 
F'ood Conference in Rome. 
But whatever happens there, 
nothing can be decided quick¬ 
ly enough to make up the ex¬ 
pected grain demands of the 
next decade. So with a world 
food hank very much in the 
future, shori-term supplies 
will have to be the rather un¬ 
satisfactory answer, with the 
developed countries trying to 
help the poorer ones 

But even here the hopes of 
the 1960s. when Western aid 
and advice transformed parts 
of the developing world into 
profitable areas, are fading. 
The so-called Green Revolu¬ 
tion, bro*ight about by the in¬ 


troduction of new. high-yield¬ 
ing cereals, is turning a bit 
brown at the endges. Tbe Un¬ 
ited States has cut its agricul¬ 
tural aid to India to one- 
oighth of what it was in the 
late 1960s. Though the devel- 
• >ping nations have about half 
the world’s agricultural land, 
only one tenth of the money 
being spent globally on agri¬ 
cultural research is now being 
spent there. And yields per 
acre are often down on what 
they were in the late 1960s. 

The problem is not hel|ied 
by this year's shortage and 
high price of fertilizer, which 
is hitting particularly Africa, 
the F'ar East and India. It is 
feared that about 35 million 
tons of grain could be lost in 
Jhe next year round the world 
liecause of tfiis shortfall 
alone. Once again it is the 
t>oorer countries which in 
every sense have to |»ay the 
higher price.

You have it on the word of 
both Prime Minister Trudeau 
and Finance* Minister Turner 
in particular, binding the 
whole cabinet in general, thai 
the brakes are going on feder¬ 
al spending. 

Gently, perhaps, hut still 
on.

After six years of over¬ 
spending. with the budget just 
edging up to an annual $10

Council of Canada says they 
have been doing all those 
things. 

Hence Gillespie's denial of 
the lot. 

The Economic Council is an 
arm or agency of the federal 
government. It has an execu¬ 
tive of five, chairman, vice- 
chairman and directors. It 
has an administrative staff 
hacking up some 60 full-time, 
salaried economic re¬ 
searchers. 

So what's it tieen saying to 
get under Gillespie’s skin? 

Well, for one very arresting 
thing, the council claims that 
in the last six years the 
time of Trudeau taxes 
taken from the individual 
have been increasing at 18 to 
19 per cent a year. 

And that, warns the council, 
is a rate of increase twice 


that of assessed individual in¬ 
come. 

It’s now got to the point 
where 40 cents out of every 
dollar of income is being 
spent not by the individual 
who earns it, but by the politi¬ 
cians — the feds most of all 
— who have taken on the re¬ 
sponsibility of spending it for, 
but not necessarily on him. 

The main reasons for this 
greedier government grab 
have been the progressive 
rate of the tax structure, the 
unexpected revenue windfall 
from former Finance Minister 
Benson’s supposed "reform’' 
of the system, and inflation. 

One feeds the other, says 
the Economic Council, putting 
it this way: 

"As wages and salaries in¬ 
crease in line with inflation, 
there is an upward movement 
in the income structure so 


that higher'rates of tax are 
levied across the board, and a 
thinner and thinner fraction of 
income is exempted from 
tax." 

So the government’s shara 
of inflation-increased income 
is ever greater than the indi¬ 
vidual’s. 

This js government profi¬ 
teering from the inflation the 
government itself has been 
doing so much to fire up. 


Who says so? 

The same Economic Coun¬ 
cil. in counselling that these 
sharply increasing tax colleo- 
tions from individuals further 
fuel inflation as workers "in 
order to maintain their after¬ 
tax income, try to compensate 
fpr tax increases as well a* 
price increases by making 
higher wage and salary de¬ 
mands.”

His remedies could be yours 


W h o e v e r' first said, 
"There's nothing new under 
the sun.” might have been a 
pharmacist. 

F'or even as drugstore 
shelves become ever more 
crowded with the latest 
salves, pills, powders, and 
drops, the roots of many 
“new” medications reach 
back thousands of years. 

Some are derived literally 
from roots, and others from 
the leaves, stems, blossoms, 
or bark of trees, shrubs, and 
other plants that have been 
used for healing by tribal 
witch doctors and physicians 
attached to the courts of an¬ 
tiquity. 

In the September issue of 
National Geographic, writer 
Ixmnelle Aikman tells how 
pharmacological sleuths still 
are unlocking the secrets of 
herbs, seeds, extracts, and 


poultices employed in early 
folk remedies. 

One of the oldest ingre¬ 
dients of Chinese herbal medi¬ 
cine has been the man-shaped 
ginseng root, reputed to 
possess the ability to restore 
virility and health. 

Mrs. Aikman writes that 
mountain folk in Appalachia 
get as much as $70 a pound 

for ginseng as researchers 4 

continue to probe its possible 
therapeutic qualities.

Noting that scientists are 
studying its effect on tumors, 
corneal opacity, and bacilli, 
she reports that "scientific 

tests in the Soviet Union and 
elsewhere indicate that in¬ 
fusions of the root may, in¬ 
deed, increase energy and re¬ 
sistance to infection.”

Enoch Powell preachings from an Irish platform 


Enoch Powell, the maverick 
British Conservative. has 
been adopted as Prospective 
Parliamentary Candidate for 
the South Down Constituency 
of Northern Ireland When he 
heard the news, one ex- 
minister in Ulster's now dis¬ 
solved government observed: 
"If the two anonymous can¬ 
didates who withdrew in 
South Down were ‘General 
Amin and Cassius Clay, I 
think that, on balance, the 
constituency made the right 
decision ” 

Mr. Powell is mil popular 
with Flstablishment politi¬ 
cians. whether Irish or En¬ 
glish. But his popularity with 
the grass-roots electorate is 
huge, and he is almost certain 
to win the seat easily and re¬ 
turn to Westminster, after the 
forthcoming general election, 
resting on this strange new 
power-base. 

It really is one of the oddest 
turns in modem Irish and 


British politics. And it is 
important even outside Bri¬ 
tain. because what Mr. Powell 
stands for is important. 

His line on the specific 
problems of Ulster has been 
consistent and. as on so many 
other subjects, unfashionable. 
He has always maintained 
ihal the concept of "power- 
sharing’’ was nonsense. 
I*ower cannot be shared be¬ 
tween two incompatible fac¬ 
tions - in Ireland any more 
than in Cyprus. 

+ * * 

Therefore. M r. Powell 
argues, if simple majority 
government (which means 
government by the Protestant 
faction) is no longer possible 
or tolerable in Northern Ire¬ 
land. and the Protestant ma¬ 
jority is not prepared to let 
Ulster be ahsorhed by the 
Catholic South, the only re¬ 
maining possibility is that 
Northern Ireland should be 
taken back Killy into the polit- 
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ical structure of the United 
Kingdom, with considerably 
increased parliamentary rep¬ 
resentation at Westminster. 

How far this argument is 
accepted by the Ulster Un¬ 
ionists who are now his col¬ 
leagues remains to he seen. It 
has further infuriated his 
former colleagues in the Brit¬ 
ish Conservative Party, who 
are still wedded to the idea of 
"power-sharing.” 

But it was his quarrel with 
them on other, larger matters 
which forced him into Irish 
politics as a way of getting 
bark into Parliament. 

F^dward Heath, the Cnnser- 
vative leader. originally ex¬ 
pelled Mr. Powell from the 
inner councils of the party for 
speaking out too clearly 
against colored immigration. 
Then the breach was wor¬ 
sened. and made irrevocable. 


because Mr. Powell opposed 
Britain's entry into the Eunv 
pean Common Market: a poli¬ 
cy to which Mr. Heath was 
deeply committed. 

So over-ridingly important 
did Mr. „ Powell consider the 
European issue, because it en¬ 
tailed a permanent loss of 
British sovereignty, that at 
the last election he actually 
advised people to vote Labor: 
and he may give the same ad¬ 
vice. for the same reason, this 
time. 

* * * 

Such apparent disloyalty to 
the Conservative Party is 
more than many Conserva¬ 
tives. who on other subjects 
may agree with him, can 
stomach. The alienation of 
Mr. F*owelI from the Conser¬ 
vative Party, and his conse¬ 
quent exclusion from the or¬ 
thodox channels of power (be¬ 
cause he is certainly no so¬ 
cialist). is perhaps the worst 
damage which the Common 


Market has inflicted on Bri¬ 
tain. 

For Air. Powell's influence 
is desperately needed on a 
subject more significant than 
immigration, more relevant 
than Ireland and more urgent 
than Europe. About the accel¬ 
erating inflation which threa¬ 
tens to destroy the whole fab¬ 
ric of British society Enoch 
Powell has, quite simply, 
been right when Mr. Heath 
and his colleagues, let alone 
the present Labor govern¬ 
ment, have been wrong. 

Mr. Powell knows, as they 
still seem not to know, that 
inflation is a far worse danger 
than a temporary increase in 
the unemployment figures, 
and that inflation can never 
be checked without strict con¬ 
trol of the money supply and 
big cuts in government spend¬ 
ing.

The 
willow’s active ingredient, sa- 
licin, was discovered in the 
1820s. This later was im¬ 
proved upon with the develop¬ 
ment of a related synthetic 
product called acetylsalicylio 
acid, more commonly known 
as aspirin.

Castor oil has been a famil¬ 
iar remedy since the encient 
Egyptians first discovered the 
physic properties of seeds 
from castor hushes. And the 
lotion squeezed from the 
leaves of aloe plants — which 
the Bible says was used to 
prepare the body of Christ — 
now finds its way into com¬ 
mercial sunburn lotions. 

Opium poppies provide the 
base for the pfun-killer, mor¬ 
phine; cinchona bark is the 
source of quinine, used to 
treat malaria: foxglove 
leaves yield digitalis, used to 
treat failing hearts. The list is 
long. 

In a New Jersey warehouse. 
Mrs. Aikman walked through 
aisles piled with sacks of bark 
chips, leaves, and roots. Later 
she watched large machines 
chop, sift, grind, percolate, 
and spray-dry plant extracts 
not unlike the chores per¬ 
formed by medicine men of 
vorr. 





























Smugglers 
of cocaine 
pfy jungles

Along the isolated muddy Puyumayo River and its tribu¬ 
taries travelling still can he an adventure although most of 
I he supposed dangers, be they animal or man, turn out to be 
shy creatues who would much rather be left alone. 

The principal exception is the cocaine smuggler who uses 
the jungle waterways to start the long journey to the United 
States and Canada, which now buy 75 per cent of their 
cocaine from Colombia. 

Here in this vast river-laced jungle sea. enormous ship¬ 
ments of coca paste are moved across the borders with no 
witness, save the occasional crocodile. 

The Putumayo, which follows Colombia's frontier with 
Ecuador and Peru, is one of five major waterways travessing 
tin? region, but there are hundreds of smaller rivers connect¬ 
ed to the five. Inhabited by a few nomadic Indian tribes and, 
here and there, a rubber planter, it is a vast no-man's-land. 
poorly mapped and unpatrolled, to which the cocaine 
smugglers have now laid claim. 

Most of the raw material for the smugglers’ multimillion- 
dollar trade comes from neighboring Ecuador and Peru.

Moscow fears eclipse of Kissinger 



Kissinger

Will Henry Kissinger stay or will he go? If lie stays, bow 
long will he be there? i 

These questions agitate Moscow’s policymakers far more 
than any others today. They believe that the immediate fate 
of detente may well depend upon what happens to Kissinger 
because the U.S. secretary of state Is far more valuable in 
this context than anyone else. Behind this linkage is a clear 
recognition that the process of detente between the two super¬ 
powers is mostly. If not totally, amoral. So is the politics of 
Kissinger. Thus the two suit each other admirably. 

What worries the Russians Is that the personalities of 
President Ford and Klcslnger appear to be incompatible and 
the two may not go on working together for very long. 
Despite the pat on the back given by Ford to his secretary of 
state during the United Nations general assembly session, So¬ 
viet analysts see growing signs of Kissinger’s isolation, not 
only from the president but from congress as well. 

If the process continues, they argue, sooner or later Kis¬ 
singer will have to go merely l>ecause it will lie impossible 
for him to conduct foreign policy in the style and with the 
freedom he has grown accustomed to. 

★ * * 

They already see signs that Ford is beginning a process 
of getting a grip on his own foreign polic y, that he intends to 
be his own conductor rather thas allowing Kissinger to play 
the maestro. At best, therefore, the redoubtable secretary of 
state will be given the role of the first violin. Moscow doubts 

it it it 


that he will accept the role except for a temporary period 
while lie readjusts his sights and phases himself out, or la 
phased out. 

Moscow feels that It recognized better than its critics 
gave it credit for the special relationship between tho 
ruthless and morally Indifferent Richard Nixon and Kis¬ 
singer. The success of Kissinger’s ideas stemmed from this 
relationship rather than from the ideas themselves. Now that 
the partnership has dissolved, the ideas by themselves are 
not proving all that effective or all that unique. 

This Is because tor the first time since his arrival at the 
White House, or rather almost for the first time, because 
some lessening of Kissinger's authority was visible even dur¬ 
ing the last phase of the Nixou administration, the secretary 
of state lacks flic authority which gave him an aura of invin¬ 
cible success. 

★ it it 

With Ford. Moscow is uncertain. Though ou the whole 
Moscow has treated him with due deference and will continue 
to do so. it is also cautious about his real attitude on ques¬ 
tions which concern the Soviet Union. In some respects, the 
Russians are |»osltively uoenthuslastic about him. 
j Typically, the Soviet press has given little space to 
Ford’s general assembly speech but for the last couple of 
days has been devoting column upon column of space to Kis¬ 
singer’s testimony before a senate committee’s bearing on 
detente. That this testimony is more pertinent and to the lik¬ 
ing of Moscow Is not the |>oiiit. The |>oint is that without Kis- 
siuger the shape of detente will be different.

Bennett wasn’t stabbed! 


The two. with Bolivia, comprise the world's principal pro¬ 
ducers of coca leaf, source of cocaine. The leaves are made 
into a paste on the plantation in a process so simple that any 
child can learnvit, then packed into 40-ton canoes or small 
aircraft for the journey north into the Colombian rain forests. 

As elsewhere in Colombia, tiiose infrequent customs 
checks made along the rivers can be waived with a small 
bribe. In any case, few of the poorly paid customs officers 
can he bothered to dig through a ton of yucca or lumber to 
find what paste may be hidden in a canoe. 

The .journey along the rivers to trucks waiting in such 
outposts as Florencia takes an average of 26 days. 

Another four days may pass before the truck can deliver 
the paste to laboratories near such urban centres as Cali. 
Medellin and Bogota to be processed. But the cocaine 
smugglers are in no hurry. “Better slow but sure," comment¬ 
ed one experienced jungle trafficker. 

While Colombia is exporting 2.200 pjunds f cocaine per 
month, demand and prices ranging up to $250,000 per pound 
have stimulated the Colombians to increase their own coca 
plantings. 

Peasants who, since pre-Colombian limes, have grown 
coca to chew as a stimulant and hunger-killer, normally con¬ 
sume 40 per cent of the production and sen the rest. The 
average Indian planting covers seven acres but, with the 
cocaine rush on. they are being encouraged to expand pro¬ 
duction by the white traffickers. 


Boggles the mind 


No one knows how many coca plantuti jns, Indian or 
otherwise, exist in the isolated rain forests, but the C* m- 
bian narcotics squad guesses there must be at least 300. 

The production potential boggles the mind. The average 
plantation, for example, producing three crops per year, can 
turn out sufficient leaves to make 857 pounds of cocaine. 
There are no easy solutions to the problem either, as narcot¬ 
ics agents admit. 

Not only is law enforcement lax in the, southern jungles, 
hut many of the people in charge of repressing the traffic, 
whether they be police or judge, are involved with the 
smugglers. 

Moreover, the government is legally powerless to prevent 
tho Indians from cultivating coca unless it can replace this 
sourc e of income with some other agricultural activity. 

Given the distances, the lack of communications and 
other, more immediate problems in the populated, areas, the 
government not surprisingly has failed to give the matter any 
priority-. And so the coca canoes continue to ply the lonely 
waterways.

The wiretaping and the 
Chile affairs may not be the 
last disclosures that will upset 
the American public, for Kis¬ 
singer is a man capable of 
wielding power ruthlessly. 

Those disclosures are seen 
by diplomats here alongside 
his advocacy of the bombing 
of Hanoi when gentler diplo¬ 
macy failed, and more recent¬ 
ly his manipulation of the Oc¬ 
tober War in such a way as to 
ensure not an Israeli victory 
but a stalemate which he 
would parlay into an ap¬ 
proach to settlement.

Germany’s market move 
diplomatic thunderbolt

Britain and other members 
of the chronically-troubled 
European Common Market 
are again trying to regain 
their collective balance after 
the latest blow to community 
concord — the sudden West 
German rejection of the orga¬ 
nization’s carefully negotiated 
package agreement on farm 
prices. 

The rejection reflects West 
Germany’s exasperation with 
expending huge amounts of 
money to subsidize communi¬ 
ty farmers, a process which 
Bonn sees as draining away 
its resources to support the 
agricultural industries of such 
l»artner states as France and 
Holland.

It’s clear that, in deciding 
on the rejection which had the 
effect of a diplomatic thunder- 
bolt. Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt was trying to in¬ 
crease his electoral popularity 
at home. 

Unlike President Valery Gi- 
scard d’ISstaing and other 
party leaders in France. 
Schmidt tends to rely more on

Democrats needs to remain in 
power. 

The main political pre-oc¬ 
cupation in West Germany is 
preventing the spread into 
that country of inflation to the 
extent that ^it has gripped 
other countries of the western 
world.

The prospect of finding a 
port for the experimental 
ship, built at a cost of $50 
million, seems remote. Pori 
officials declared il unwel¬ 
come since it reported a 
minor radiation leak four 
weeks ago.

Union has announced it will 
pull its men off the vessel 
unless a ■.port is found by 
Tuesday, raising the pros¬ 
pects of the vessel being left 
to drift at sea with a skeleton 
crew.

W estinghouse Corp. of the 
United States had looked over 
the Japanese design for the 
ship and advised that the 
shield be made of cement. 
But Mitsubishi Oorp. made 
them of steel instead, the sci¬ 
entists said.

LONDON (CP)—A capacity 
audience joined lustily in a 
rendition of Land of Hope and 
Glory, Rule Britannia and 
Jerusalem, the traditional 
windup of eight-week run of 
Promenade Concerts at the 
Royal Albert Hall. 

For 80 years the summer 
series has rejuvenated the 
gloomy Victoria building with 
large, predominantly young 
concert-goers. 

A fountain plays in the cen¬ 
tral promenade between per¬ 
formances and the BBC 
broadcasts every note of the 


55 performances to an audi¬ 
ence of 150 million on its 
domestic and international 
radio services. 

When the Proms were inau¬ 
gurated by the late Sir Henry 
Wood, long before music fes¬ 
tivals became a world-wide 
phenomenon, they offered 
programs that leaned heavily 
on the light classics in an ef¬ 
fort to build an audience. 

Today, with packed houses 
assured, the repertoire ranges 
widely. It includes operas, not 
only standbys like Mozart’s 
Marriage of Figaro but 


lesser-known works like 
Katyd Kabanova by the Czech 
composer Leo Janacek and 
one-acters such as Gustav 
Halst's Savitri and Maurice 
Ravel’s L’Heure Espagnole. 

Robert Ponsonby, BBC 
director of music, who took 
over direction of the Proms 
this year, turned over a por¬ 
tion of one concert to band 
music—not the usual Sousa 
marches but works composed 
for brass bands by Edward 
Elgar, Holst, Percy Grainger 
and the young avantgarde 
composer Harrison Birtwistle.

Vancouver invention road-tested 

Cheapest car anywhere 


VANCOUVER (CP) A 
local inventor is working on a 
car that has a top speed of 70 
miles an hour, will get at 
least 50 miles to the gallon, 
and is designed to lie the 
cheapest car anywhere. 

Blythe Rogers has hern 
working for about a year on 
the experimental three-wheel 
motor car with a plastic body 
dubbed Blythe's Spirit. 

Along with three associates, 
he has developed a steel pro¬ 
totype that has already been 
successfully road-tested in the 
city and at a nearby auto 
raceway, 
ceway. 

"We tested it against a 
Toyota Corolla and on the 
straight it had about the same 
acceleration, hut on the 


corners, the Spirit was much 
superior." he said. "It out- 
corners anything I have seen. 

"It is incredibly stable, un¬ 
like many three-wheelers, and 
it doesn't nosedive." 

The Spirit has a mid-engine 
with roar-wiieel drive and it is 
difficult to upset because of a 
low centre of gravity, he said. 
It weighs 700 pounds and is 
eight feet, six inches long. 

It’s a two-seater with a 
hatchback cover and gull 
wing doors and room behind 
the seats for two children. 

The plastic body has no-rust 
features and the car has a pe¬ 
ripheral bumper offering all¬ 
round protection in collisions 
and a three-point rollbar to 
shield the occupants 

Fixed fibreglass seats are 


protected by cltp-on uphol¬ 
stery and the steering wheel 
and pedals are adjustable. 

The prototype is an interna¬ 
tional vehicle, with the wheels 
coming from England and the 
tires from a German sub¬ 
sidiary in Ireland. The engine 
was made in Austria for a Ca¬ 
nadian snowmobile company, 
the steering wheel came from 
Italy and the headlights from 
France. 

Rogers hopes most of the 
components will eventually be 
made in Canada. 

Working with him are 
Miles Fenton, an English rac¬ 
ing car builder; Murray Ton¬ 
kin. a former Ford stylist; 
and Peter Meatier, a sports 
car mechanic from B.C. 


Bank 
fraud 
on rise 


TORONTO (CP) Canadi¬ 
an banks are being defrauded 
of between $10 million and $20 
million a year, says the direc¬ 
tor of security for the Canadi¬ 
an Bankers’ Association. 

While Ihe banks lose $2 mil¬ 
lion annually in holdups, Mi¬ 
chael Ballard puts the total 
kisses from external fraud at 
five to 10 times this amount. 

Last month the Bank of 
Montreal was hit across Cana¬ 
da by a ring which used an 
imitation of the bank's cour¬ 
tesy card, enabling customers 
to cash personal cheques up 
to $200 at any branch. The 
loss was $35,000. 

A Montreal branch of the 
same bank was taken last 
week for $4,800 by a man who 
imitated a customer on the 
telephone and told an official 
he was sending his secretary 
over for the money. 

Great strides in the graphic 
arts have helped the swin¬ 
dlers. In his office Ballard 
has samples of fine Canadian 
counterfeiting of such things 
as pay cheques from large 
concerns, travellers’ cheques, 
even postage stamps. They 
are virtually indistinguishable 
from the real thing. 

"What the banks try to do," 
he says, "is rely on the proce¬ 
dural aspect of endorsement, 
which has a cardinal rule of 
know your endorser . . . But 
what about payday when 
there's 200 people waiting in 
line clamoring for service? 
You have to look at the reali¬ 
ty of the thing." 

Even if the teller asks for 
identification, he may be 
fooled. 

"The moat common iden¬ 
tification card is the driver’s 
licence, which is also the least 
reliable." Ballard adds. "It’s 
the most easily counterfeited. 
It can be had tor $3 on street 
corners in all cities of Cana¬ 
da.”

crisis 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - 
France, acting as chairman of 
the European Common Mar¬ 
ket nations, has called the 
nine farm ministers into 
emergency session this week 
to deal with the crisis caused 
by West Germany’s rejection 
of more money for European 
farmers, a Common Market 
spokesman said Friday. 

The spokesman said French 
Agriculural Minister Chris¬ 
tian Bonnet, in a note to the 
other eight ministers, suggest¬ 
ed they meet here Monday. 
Other nations suggested a pos¬ 
sible weekend meeting, and 
the exact date was not fixed.' 

The West German cabinet, 
in a surprise move, rejected 
Wednesday the agreement 
reached last week by the 
nine ministers, including 
Germany’s Josef Ertl, to give 
the farmers an interim raise 
of 5 per cent in guaranteed 
support prices, to help them 
cope with inflation and falling 
incomes. 

The German government, in 
a message to the Common 
Market commission here, said 
it would accept a 4 pe rcent 
increase — the same amount 
which the commission origi¬ 
nally proposed. Or, it said, it 
would accept 5 per cent, if the 
other nations agreed to scrap 
•‘national measures” a 

mixture of unilateral sub¬ 
sidies which France, Belgium 
and other nations give their 
farmers in violation of Com¬ 
mon Market rules. 

It was believed to be the 
first time a Common Mlarket 
member nation rejected an 
agreement made by a meet¬ 
ing of the nine ministers. 

The action also underscored 
West Germany’s Increasing 
impatience of having to pay a 
disproportionate share of 
Common Market bills, partic¬ 
ularly for the unwieldy and 
inefficient farm program. 


Pocket calculators 
getting better 

at cheaper prides 
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lean cuts back 


By MARTIN SKALA 
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NEW YORK - Pocket calculators that do 
everything from toting up tax bills to solving 
college math problems may be one of the few 
bargains left on consumer shopping Hsts. 

Retailers, who are having little trouble 
selling thousands of the versatile gadgets for 
$40 to $50 each, say they are one of few 
products that are bucking the inflationary 
trend. 

Hectic competition among 50 or so produc¬ 
ers, a broadening market among students 
and housewives, and further technological 
advances are expected to keep prices mov¬ 
ing downward. 

This month, Texas Instruments and Bow- 
mar Instrument Corporation, two of the lead¬ 
ing U.S. calculator makers, slashed prices of 
their most popular models by about $15. It 
now is possible to buy a major brand four- 
function calculator for one-sixth of the price 
three years ago. 

The lightweight machines add, subtract, 
divide, and multiply — flashing answers on 
an eight digit electronic display with a float¬ 
ing decimal point. 

Several manufacturers, including National 
Semiconductor and 'Commodore, have 
pierced the $20 barrier in the U.S. and there 
i9 considerable speculation in the industry as 
to who will be the . first to introduce a $10 
machine. 

While they perform the same four arith¬ 
metic functions, the cheaper machines typi¬ 
cally lack a floating decimal, rechargable 
batteries, and other features found on higher- 
priced units. 

After a summer lull, the calculator sales 
boom is expected to pick up again this fall, 
retailers say. 

The lower prices, says Henry Mullish, a 
consultant to Casio, a large Japanese calcu¬ 
lator maker, are attracting users “for whom 
mathematics had once been a hodgpodge of 
inexplicable symbols.” Housewives, business¬ 
men, and high-school students, he adds, 
“suddenly feel at ease figuring discounts, 
markups, percentages, and taxes.” 

The use of calculators during exams is 
considered a controversial issue at some 
schools. But retailers say the college market 
is expanding rapidly, particularly among en¬ 
gineering and math students.

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U.S. senators in Cuba 


Castro may change 
policy toward U.S. 


HAVANA (UPI)-Senator 
Jacob Javits said Saturday 
die time seems right to-begin 
some normalization of rela¬ 
tions with communist Cuba 
and he believed Cuba is re¬ 
viewing its policy toward the 
United States, too. 

Javits, New York Republi¬ 
can and Senator Claiborne 
Pell, Rhode Island Democrat, 
began their first tall day in 
Cuba by visiting a showcase 
vocational school but then 
began meetings with political 
leaders expected to culfninate 
with Premier Fidel Castro 
today. 

After meeting Foreign Min¬ 
ister Raul Roa. Javits told re¬ 
porters : 

"I am confident that this is 
an opportune moment to re¬ 
view our relations with Cuba 
and from what I perceive 
they seem to lie reviewing 
their relations with us.” 

He added, “someday, some- 

* way, somehow, somewhere, 
some normalization of rela- 

* tions has to take place and 
the time does seem to be pro- 

* pitious.” 

After seeing Roa, the two 
members of the Senate 

* foreign relations committee 

* lunched with Carlos Rafael 
Rodriguez, one step up as vice 

* premier in charge of foreign 
■relations and member of the 
Communist Party Secretariat. 

Saturday afternoon they met 
President Osvaldo Dorticos, 
the third man in the Cuban 
hierarchy. 

Javits jokingly remarked, 
“we are going to stay up all 
night” waiting to hear when 
they are going to see Castro. 
The Cuban leader was sche¬ 
duled to address a mass rally 
at t'he Plaza de la Revolucion 
Saturday night on the 14th an- 

, niversary of the Committees 
for the Defence of the Revolu¬ 
tion. the block-by-block orga¬ 
nization set up in 1960 to pro¬ 
tect the state from within. 

Both Javits and Pell made 
It clear they were not here to 
negotiate tout to listen, also 
that Cuba would have to do 
certain things in order for re¬ 
lations to become more nor¬ 
mal. 

They have been cut off com¬ 
pletely since 1901 and the two 
senators are the highest rank¬ 
ing Americtfns and the only 
members of Congress to visit 
Cuba since Pell was here in 
1960 

Pell confirmed what is al¬ 
ready known, that State Sec¬ 
retary Henry Kissinger tried 
to discourage them from com¬ 
ing several times since Pell 
first began asking the state 
department last April to vali¬ 
date his passport for the visit. 
Pell made it a bipartisan con¬ 
gressional trip by asking 
Javits to come along. 

Javits sjtid his impression 
that Cuba is reviewing its pol¬ 
icy toward the United States 
still has to be confirmed in 
their talks with other leaders. 


Schmidt slated 
for U.S. 


He said that neither he and 
Pel1 nor the Cubans were 
pulling any finches in their 
talks. Both he and Pell said 
that when the Cubans brought 
up the CLA-backed Bay of 
Pigs invasion in 1981 the sena¬ 
tors brought up just as strong¬ 
ly the Russian move to set up 
missiles in CXiba in 1962. 

Javits said 'both countries 
had to act before relations get 
normalized. Javits listed the 
problems interesting the Unit¬ 
ed States as political prison¬ 
ers in Cuba, American pro¬ 
perties which Castro seized, 
and the reparation of families 
caused by the exodus of 
Cuban retag res to the United 
States. 

The two senators will return 
to the United States Monday 
morning but the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment was expected to 
allow some of 29 American 
correspondents who accom¬ 
panied them—the largest such 
group to visit Cuba in several 
years—to stay on for several 
days.

It did so, and the transcripts 
disclosed for the first time 
Kissinger’s line of defence, 
his views of the late FBI 
director and the apologetic re¬ 
actions of the senators at the 
hearing. 

In essence, Kissinger said 
Hoover alone had singled out 
three Kissinger aides as "se¬ 
curity risks” and ordered 
their phones tapped as part of 
a 19G9 drive by the White 
House “plumbers" to plug 
leaks of national security in¬ 
formation. 

On July 23. Kissinger tes¬ 
tified that he had. in fact, ig¬ 
nored Hoover’s advice not to 
hire the three men—whose 
names were deleted from the 


visor on national security af¬ 
fairs. 


Hoover said the FBI consid¬ 
ered them security risks and 
Kissinger conceded he had 
irrobably angered Hoover by 
hiring them anyway. 

"I knew all these three indi¬ 
viduals.” Kissinger said. 
,c ' They had all been colleagues 
of mine and I judged this in¬ 
formation to be. even if accu¬ 
rate. no bar to their employ¬ 
ment.” 

The three were later among 
the 17 officials and journalists 
wiretapped by the FBI. But 
Kissinger testified, as he had 
previously, he had not re¬ 
quested any of the taps and 
had only joined the April 25. 
3969, White House meeting 
that decided the issue after it 
was in progress. 


Kissinger acknowledged 
that these aides-had been-clo¬ 
sely linked to the John Ken¬ 
nedy administration, but said 


he did not know whether 
Hoover’s decision had politi¬ 
cal overtones.

Solar power fit 
for most of earth 


STIRLING. Scotland (CP)- 
Four-fifths of the earth's pop¬ 
ulation could benefit from so¬ 
lar-powered devices almost 
immediately, according to Dr. 
D. J. Brinkworth, speaking at 
the Bqtish Association meet¬ 
ing here. 

Brinkworth. reader in me¬ 
chanical engineering at Uni¬ 
versity College. Cardiff, said 
they included many of the 
poorest people. Yc(, living 
within 40 degrees of the Equa¬ 
tor, they could count on 1,000 
kilowatt hours per square 
metre of energy from the sun 
each year. 

A clinic could run its hot 
water supplies and air condi- j 
tioning in wards and theatres 
from the energy failing on its 
roofs. The top of a house 
could power a loom or a 
lathe, and a bam roof could 
trqj) enough power for a 
pump to irrigate 10 acres of 
land. Use of solar power could 
raise productivity in local in¬ 
dustries and stem the disas¬ 
trous drift lo the towns. 

The sun is the only perpetu¬ 
al source of power capable of 
meeting likely future demand, 
he said. The present world 
energy demand was less than 
that which fell on 10,000 
square kilometres in a favor¬ 
able part of the earth. Even

MONTREAL (CP)-AJex- 
ander Yakushev, star forward 
with the Soviet Union national 
hockey team, says he and his 
teammates realize they are in 
for a tougher time against 
Team Canada ’74 than they 
had against Team Canada ’72. 

"I think the main difference 
is the attitude of the Canadian

"Wtien we read about the 
average ages of the players 
on the Canadian team, we 
thought we’d be able to beat 
them relatively easily. 

"Gordie Howe playing at 
age 46 with his two sons on 
the same team?

"However in our country. 30 
years has proven to be the 
critical point in a player’s ca¬ 
reer and I think it will stay 
that way. Our conditioning 
programs are strenuous, they 
wear you down.

Tourists flock to Bermuda 


No more off-season rate 


By RALPH HI’BLEY

There will be no "off sea¬ 
son” in Bermuda this year. 

Those waiting for Bermuda 
hotel rates to go down as they 
usually do in November and 
December will be disappoint¬ 
ed. 

Although there will be slight 
reductions by some smaller 
hotels, guest houses, and cot¬ 
tage colonies, the larger luxu¬ 
ry resorts are not planning to 
lower rates. And the hotel tax 
is scheduled to be raised from 
2 to 4 per cent Nov. 1. 

This means that peak- 
season rates will continue. 

The reasons: higher costs 
for supplies and labor to 
operate these large hotels and 
an unprecedented 90 to 92 per 
cent occupancy rate this past 
spring and;summer. These oc¬ 
cupancy rates are running 
from 5 to 12 per cent over last 
year — hardly any reason for 
offering special incentives for 
more visitors. 

On the surface, this unusual 
surge of visitors this year 
could be to the rise in Atlantic 
air fares which favor shorter 
trips, trouble in the Caribbe¬ 
an. and closer evaluation of 
services by visitors. 

The general comment by 
visitors is that despite high 
prices they feel assured of 
fretting their money's worth in 
Bermuda. The service is ex¬ 
cellent. food tasty, and there 
are many special activities 
such as are planned for the 
"Rendezvous .season” from 
Dec. 1 to March. 

Today's popularity of Ber¬ 
muda may go a bit dec er. 
however. There's a change¬ 
less quality about these is¬ 
lands that endears them to 
the visitor From the pomp of 
British tradition to knobby 
!<ne*’s protruding hel*w 
Bermuda shorts, these is¬ 
landers insist on maintaining 
tlie unique character of xBcr- 
rnuda at all costs.

everything was much dif¬ 
ferent. Not so on Bermuda. 
Although warships had re¬ 
placed cruise ships in the har¬ 
bor, and men in uniform filled 
the resort hotels and golf 
courses, Bermudians easily 
absorbed the activity.

Of course many new hotels 
have been built and others en¬ 
larged. But to the credit of 
the Bermuda government a 
firm hand has been main¬ 
tained over all these es¬ 
tablishments. Number of 
cruise ships are limited so as 
not to flood Hamilton’s shop¬ 
ping areas, and a moratorium 


on hotel, building has been ef¬ 
fective in holding down the 
total number of island visitors 
until additional impact studies 
have been completed. 

Instead of warplanes, air¬ 
liners of British Airways, Pan 
American World Airways, 
Delta Airllines, Eastern Air¬ 
lines and Air Canada move 
vacationers in and out of the 
islands on daily schedules. 

Actually, our wartime ex¬ 
ploits on Bermuda were only 
a brief phase of its colorful 
history at shipwreck colonies, 
'pirates and Civil War block¬ 
ade runners. 

Bermuda’s isolated position 



has not kept it out of world 
events. Even today it is in¬ 
volved in exploration of outer 
space (with a satellite track¬ 
ing station on Cooper’s Is¬ 
land) and inner space (Opera¬ 
tion Sealab was carried out 30 
miles southwest of Bermuda 
on the Argus Bank). 


But through it all Bermuda 
has remained the same stable 
island of refuge with an atmo¬ 
sphere of rest and relaxation 
surrounding these coral and 
sand tops of seamounts solidly 
based 16,000 feet below the 
surface on the floor of the 
Atlantic Ocean.

Pan Am sells 
north route 

SEATTLE (AP) Pan 
American World Airways has 
sold its Portland-Seattie-Fair- 
banks, Alaska, route and re¬ 
lated equipment lo Western 
Airlines for $6.63 million. 

The two airlines, in a joint 
announcement Friday, say 
the sale includes the route, 
one 707 jetliner and support 
equipment. The sale is subject 
to the approval of the United 
States Civil Aeronautic Board. 


Eastern Airlines was the I 
first to request a general in¬ 
crease of 4 per cent in an 
.application made last week to 
the CAB in Washington but 
not made public until Friday. 

Trans World Airlines said it 
made the same application 
Thursday, and American Air¬ 
lines said it filed its request 
Friday. Braniff International 
said it planned to make its 
application early next week. 

United Air Lines, the na¬ 
tion's biggest domestic air 
carrier, said it was studying 
the proposal. 

A spokesman for Delta Air 
Lines said it has no plans to 
either ask for a 'general in¬ 
crease or for extension of the 
6 per cent surcharge. 

Continental Airlines said It 
is seeking only a l per cent 
increase in domestic fares, 
plus retention of the 6 per 
cent. 

If the 4 per cent general 
hike is granted and the 6 per 
cent retained, a typical-one¬ 
way coach ticket between 
New York and Chicago would 
increase $3 to $71.

‘classroom’ 
for residents 


AUGUSTA. Me. (AP) 

The Machias River, a mecca 
for salmon fishermen and 
canoeists, is at the centre of a 
project designed to win local 
residents over to the idea that 
protecting the land is good 
business. 

The Machias River Water¬ 
shed Study is the first project 
of Maine’s new bureau of pub¬ 
lic lands and its director, 
Richard Barringer. 

For its classroom the study 
has about 450 square males of 
land along the wild, meander¬ 
ing river near the New Bruns¬ 
wick border in eastern Maine, 
an area with a total popula¬ 
tion of 5,000. 

The fledgling agency is aim¬ 
ing at enlisting local co-opera¬ 
tion in the management of 
Maine’s 400,000 acres of pub¬ 
lic lots, the lands reserved 
when Maine sold its public 
domain a century ago. 

"The Machias study is the 
first attempt by the bureau 
actually to do anything, 4 ’ said 
project director Fred Lyman. 

He said state officials 
thought the watershed would 
be a good prototype for mak¬ 
ing recommendations for the 
ultimate use of public lots. 

Lyman and Ron Fisher, the 
project’s economic adviser, 
have 'been meeting with area 
residents to convince them 
that co-ordinating sensible 
development of the watershed 
is in their long-term interests. 

"The Machias River has the 
potential of providing 25 per 
cent of the salmon rescxirces 
in the U.S. and should be pro¬ 
tected." Fisher said. “Salmon 
sport fishing is a pre-eminent 
fresh-water sport.” 

Barringer said the efforts to 
win over local residents are 
bearing fruit. 

"At first there was a com¬ 
mon assumption among the 
people that there was no need 
to do anything about the sur¬ 
rounding natural resources." 
Barringer said. "After a while 
they begin to see the potential 
dangers in the unconstrained 
development of those, re¬ 
sources.” 

He said development of ag¬ 
ricultural and industrial proj¬ 
ects also fit Into the water¬ 
shed picture, if they make 
sense environmentally. He

said one resource-based in¬ 
dustry which might be devel¬ 
oped would be mining of ex¬ 
tensive peat bogs in the area. 

"We don’t want to make the 
Machias a salmon museum,” 
Barringer added. 

Lyman said it may be possi¬ 
ble to swap some of the ptiblic 
lots for land owned by paper 
companies, to form a corridor 
along part of the river and en¬ 
sure the long-range protection 
of the salmon. 

Lyman indicated the paper 
companies have been respon¬ 
sible in protecting the area in 
a nearly wild state because it 
was in their best interests to; 
nurture a healthy forest. 

But new demands may be 
ahead. Lyman predicted. 

"With the new pressure for 
second-home development et 
al. w’e can’t he sure that land 
will continue to be protected. 
We want to keep this an un¬ 
spoiled recreational area.”

FDMONTON (CPt Nick 
Taylor, Alberta Liberal lead¬ 
er, said Friday the importa¬ 
tion of Mexican labor by Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific to w.<ri< at the 
Banff Springs oHtel is causing 
problems f a* small h »tel and 
lodge owners in the area. 

Taylor said in a new release 
the small operators still are 
trying to hire in the Canadian 
market because they do not 
have access to a system of 
indentured labor. 

"It is difficult for a small 
employer to use such a sys¬ 
tem even if it were availble 
and it were acceptable and I 
don’t think it is.” 

Alberta should closely moni¬ 
tor the practice of imported 
labor and advise Ottawa im¬ 
mediately that il does not con¬ 
done the practice. 

"However, lam afraid that 
Premier I/>ugheed does con¬ 
done this sort of thing be¬ 
cause it is a way of bailing 
himself out of the mismanag- 
ment and misplanning that 
has taken place in pursuing 
his dream of an inland indus¬ 
trial empire.” 

Taylor said the imported 
labor “will he used by large 
scale employers to keep 
wages down and consequently

He found Emily Carr

He painted the Canadian 
west as no one else did. 

He jnade die first Canadian 
color'woodcuts, was the first 
to romanticize Canadian grain 
p 1 e v a t o r $ , calling them 
prairie sentinels, and he -dis¬ 
covered one of Canada's fore¬ 
most painters Emily Carr. 

He was Waltcjr J. Phillips 
and he died in Victoria 13 
years ago. 

But his wife Gladys. who 
just celebrated her 80th birth¬ 
day. remembers il all as viv¬ 
idly as lie recorded it. 

Some of his works are on 
p.xhibit and for sale now at 
Leaf Hill Gallery, 47 Bastion 
Square, some having skyrock¬ 
eted in Value from $25 a few' 
years ago to $800 loday. 

Mrs. Phillips, of 1199 Hamp¬ 


shire, in Oak Bay. recalled in 
an interview this week how 
her husband discovered 
Emily Carr. On a trip to the 
coast in the 1930s he had met 
her and was impressed with 
her work. 

Returning East he told »ic 
Brown, then curator of the 
National Gallery, that he 
should go and visit "a queer 
old lady doing primitive work 
in Victoria." Brown did and 
Carr’s recognition was begun. 

After visiting the Orient. 
Phillips became fascinated 
with the technique of wood 
block-printing. In Japan it 
was the work of three artists, 
a designer, a block carver 
and a printer, but Phillips de¬ 
cided to comhine all three 
himself, and so became the 
first to block print in Canada. 


It was mainly this art which 
gave him his Canadian repu¬ 
tation which soon became in¬ 
ternational. He taught in 
Banff School of Art many 
years and wrote a book en¬ 
titled Techniques of Color 
Woodcuts, which still remains 
an authoritative work on the 
subject. 

Today his woodcuts are in 
the National Gallery, the Brit¬ 
ish Museum, the Smithsonian 
Institute, and galleries in 
Warsaw, T. *kyo and New 
York.

WASHINGTON (AP> The 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion KDA> announced Thurs¬ 
day the recall of four brands 
of Canadian-made electric 
kettles it said release too 
much lead into water being 
heated. 

The FDA said there is little 
danger of lead |ioisoning from 
the kettles, unless they are 
used to heat baby formula. 

The tmands being with¬ 
drawn from the market Ha¬ 
milton Beach, Dominion, 
Everhot and Toastmaster 
were sold in the United States 
over the last several years. 

The Canadian government 
banned the sale of several 
brands of electric kettles last 
spring. 

Infants are especially sus¬ 
ceptible to lead poisoning, 
which can cause severe brain 
damage. The metal ac¬ 
cumulates in the body, in¬ 
creasing the health risk as 
more is ingested. 

Consumers can determine 
whether their kettle is under 
recall by the following char¬ 
acteristics : 

• Hamilton Beach, lot 
numbers 351 and 354, manu¬ 
factured by Samson Dominion 
Ltd., Toronto. About 7,130 
were distributed between 
May, 1970, and May, 1971. 

• Dominion, lot numbers 
11130, 1635 thlttUgh 1639, and 
1656 through 1659. Also manu¬ 
factured by Samson Domin¬ 
ion, 29,980 were distributed 
between January, 1971 and 
March, 1974. 

• Everhot. lot number 
4 3 1 0 0 2 , manufactured by 


McGraw Edison of Camfia 
Ltd., Toronto. About -8,000 
were produced annually the 
last 20 years. 

• Toastmaster, lot num- 
l»er 599, also manufactured by 
McGraw' Edison. About 2.000 
were made annually the last 
two decades. 

Neither the FDA nor the 
firms involved was able to es¬ 
timate how many of the re¬ 
called kettles remain on the 
market. 

Last May the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment reported that 32 of 53 
kettles tested released too 
much lead into boiled water. 
The lead apparently came 
from soft solder joints.

Color clue to child’s personality 


Commit n ication 
through art

For JuJian North, color is 
information. 

A transplanted Calgarian 
now living in Victoria, North 
believes adults can learn to 
communicate with children 
through art. that it is possible 
to tell from the color of a 
man‘t tie what mood he's in. 
and that society’s mood can 
he determined by examining 
its predominant colors. 

North calls himself a color 
therapist, but he's also train¬ 
ing to become a man of the 
cloth, an dsupported himself 
for the last four years manu¬ 
facturing sculptured souve¬ 
nirs, 

His business card tells the 
world in brown ink on yellow 
stock that he is an artist and 
sculptor — "a noble profes¬ 
sion." The same slogan is 
emblazoned across the back 
of his turquoise Datsun truck. 

He says he first noticed a 
close relationship between a 
person’s mood and mental 
state, and the colors and pat¬ 
terns they chose when paint¬ 
ing. while working as an art 
instructor at the Alberta Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital in Calgary. 

"Art is a lang«iage everyone 
uses but no one understands." 
he says, and children use art 
lone before they can use lan¬ 
guage. 

I^ast month, he took his tal¬ 
ent to the streets, setting up a 
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l>ooth on the 700-block Yates. 
During his. three-day run, he 
says, about 150 to 200 people 
painted whatever they wanted 
on a piece of paper and he 
analysed iK. 

Art. he says is a person's 
most natural form of expres¬ 
sion. and long before primi¬ 
tive man could write books 
and talk, he drew pictures on 
te walls of his caves. 

Before children use lan¬ 
guage, they draw — on walls, 
furniture, floors. 

He is trying to educate 
parents and teachers that 
when children draw they are 
attempting to communicate. 

"Parents expect their chil¬ 
dren to learn English to com¬ 
municate with them, but they 
should also learn their chil¬ 
dren’s language," North says. . 

There is no need for chil¬ 
dren to live in an adult world, 
just because adults are the 
dominant force. 'Die day is 
gone where children should be 
seen and not heard, he says. 

He says psychiatrists are 
interested in his theory, and 
so, apparently, are other peo¬ 
ple. 

He has offered a seminar on 
children’s art at the Universi¬ 
ty of Victoria and has been a 
guest lecturer at William 
Head penitentiary. He is now 
an art instructor at Wilkinson 
Road jail. 

But, he cautions, his tech¬ 
nique is not foolproof. That is 
impossible "where the mind 
is concerned." 

There are four basic colors 

— red, green, blue and yellow 

— and four mood colors — vi¬ 
olet, brown grey and black — 
in his system. 

When red is used predomi¬ 
nantly, it expresses activity 
and good health, but if used 
sparingly, it indicates in¬ 
troversion and repression of 
sexuality. 

White, as all cowboy-movie 
fans know, is the color of pu¬ 
rity, while purple expresses 
both confusion and nobility. 

Black is the color of death 
and can show either anxiety 
or confidence, depending on 
how it is used. Black can also 
represent a willingness to 
begin life over again, North 
says. 

Brown is the color of physi¬ 
cal security, and the list goes 
on . ..

Salmon Hatchery will double 
as a huge fish-oriented envi¬ 
ronmental study classroom, 
with more than half a million 
visitors expected to tour ,the 
hatchery operations and ns- 
s :mted diispflays each year. 

It will become one of Van¬ 
couver Island’s biggest tourist 
attractions. 

The Quinsam hatchery wAl 
also provide a workingjMtse 
on Vancouver Island for salm¬ 
on study purposes and for 
transplanting of salmon fry to 
other mid-island streams. 

Under discussion is another 
big salmon hatchery for the 
Puntledge River at Courtenay 
and eventually one for lower 
Island waters, with Cowichan. 
Koksilah and Chemainus 
Rivers now l>eing considered. 

Federal fisheries hopes to 
fill B.C. waters with so many 
snlmon there will he no need 
for conflict lK»t.ween sports 
and commercial fishermen. 
TTtey h >pe to raise enough t> 
satisfy everyone. 

Exacted to add many, many 
thousands more salmon to 
B.C waters is a proposed pro¬ 
vincial-federal 10-vear, $2f*0 
million river enhancement 
program, which is designed 
not only to help salmon pro¬ 
duction hut also trout pnd 
steelhead production and 
unrelated rer-reat’onal oppor¬ 
tunities along stream find 
river banks. That is in addi¬ 
tion to the expanding salm *n 
hatchery urogram. 

The Quinsam hatchery, with 
ten lO-ftxrt diameter fibreg'ass 
tanks for rearing steelhead is 
also designed to raise 20.000 
steelhead each year for trans¬ 
planting to Vancouver Island 
rivers, with Nanaim >’s M'U- 
stone River expected t> he the 
first to get steelhead smolts 
fm'p the Opinsam h«’cher- . 

Although construction of the 
Quinsam hatchery, two miles 
from the bridge at Campbell 


River, is a long way from be¬ 
ing c nvpleted, on Tuesday it 
will start to pulse with activ¬ 
ity as fishery workers start 
trapping 200 adult Chinooks 
from the Campbell River and 
at the same time they will 
open the new diversion gates 
on the Quinsam River to guide 
TOOO coho salmon into aduit 
holding tanks. 

The salmon will be quickly 
sorted, the females stripped 
or their eggs and the male 
mill used to fertilize them. 

Half a million chinook eggs 
and 3Vs million coho eggs will 
be placed into hatching trays 
to be Incubated. 

The Quinsam w,ill be In pro¬ 
duction. 

Three years and a few 
months later mid and upper 
Vancouver Island waters 
should be teeming with new 

fish. 

By J978 the Quinsam hatch¬ 
ery should provide an addi¬ 
tional 100.000 coho and 2.500 
chinooks for commercial and 
sports fisheries about half 
its eventual production capac¬ 
ity, which could be reached in 
five years. 

Even before that in 1977 
coho, jacks (precocious 
males! and three-y ear-old 
chinooks should show up in 
the Quinsam River system 
from this year's hatchery 
orations. In 1976 some two- 
yeHr-old jacks may return. 

If the new Quinsam hatch¬ 
ery’s production even approx¬ 
imates The success of its 
smaller sister hatchery on the 
Mainland’s Capilano River 
(Canada's first big coho and 
chinook salmon hatchery) it 
will bring bonanza fishing. 

This was the first year for 
returns to the Capilano and 
the hatchery tound itself up to 
its gills in coho salmon . . . 
more than double hatchery of¬ 
ficials' first estimates and 
several times more than the 
haichery needs or could possi- 
bly use. 

. First estimate was a coho 
return of 12,000 fish, hut last 
recording was more than 
30,000 and they were still re¬ 
turning. That was after feed¬ 
ing a record Georgia Strait 
sport* and commercial fish- 


* 



used for enumerating all fish 
that go up and down the river. 
Automatic feeders will dis¬ 
pense a quarter million 
pounds of fish feed a year. 

Other facilities include a 
fish diversion fence across the 
Quinsam River, an attractor 
channel, a carport, parking 


area, two 70-foot diameter 
clarifiers for treating hatch¬ 
ery effluent, and two resi¬ 
dences for hatchery person¬ 
nel. 

When visitors are allowed to 
tour the hatchery next June 
there will be fry in the rear¬ 
ing ponds.

anglers lined the Capilano 
River banks, and a special 
commercial fishery near the 
hatchery to harvest 25,000 un- 
nceded surplus coho. 

The hatchery needs only 
6,000 fish. This fall’s return is 
from the 1971 brood which 
was released in the Capilano 
in June, 1973. Some 280,000 
fish were originally released, 
a l tout a quarter of the Capi¬ 
lano hatghery’s capacity. 

Quinsam Hatchery superin¬ 
tendent. is Jim Van Tine who 
hHs had wide experience with 
chum and sockeye salmon 
production, especially on the 
Fraser River. His assistant is 
Ray Reinhardt, who has been 
deeply involved in the Big 
Qualicum fish farming proj¬ 
ects. 

Van Tine said less than 10 
per cent of the Campbell 
River salmon will lie taken 
this year for ihe haichery, 
which is on the Quinsam 
River which flows into the 
Campbell. "We don't want to 
jeopardize the Campbell's 
natural production," he said. 

It will be interesting to see 
whether the new hatchery will 
reproduce the giant type 
salmon for which the Camp¬ 
bell River is famous. 

The half million eges they 
will gel from the chinooks is 
"about 30 per cent of what we 
would like,” said Van Tine. 

The 3 Vs million coho eggs 
they anticipate is close lo the 
maximum for coho as far as 
rearing capacity of the hatch¬ 
ery about four million of all 
species. But hatching capaci¬ 
ty is almost unlimited 
about 15 million and that 
leaves plenty of room for the 
hatchery to move into a giant 
transplanting project to bar- 
handle more fry.

The Quinsam hatchery in¬ 
cludes 15 rearing ponds and I 
three adult holding ponds :

The hatchery has two water j 
supplies with different tem¬ 
peratures — from the Quin- 
sam and adjacent Cold Creek 

and an aeration tower has 
a feeder for both supplies and 
also the means of blending 
them 

The main hatchery building 
is 16.000 square feet and will 
include an exotic display area 
which will feature several 
aquariums with live fish at 
various stages, a live egg dis¬ 
play, transparency and mov¬ 
ing picture displays as well as 
stills and models, special 
projects for students to study, 
and a commercial lure dis¬ 
play. 

There will be a fully 
equipped laboratory including 
special facilities for water 
chemistry studies.

Unionist hits food controls 


VEDDER CROSSING (CP) 

— Residents in this communi¬ 
ty 65 miles east of Vancouver 
are arming themselves while 
waiting for a response to a 
brief sent to Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald, pleading for 
action againsto hoodlums and 
vandals in the area. 

Most of Vedder’s 25 mer¬ 
chants and about 100 residents 
signed the brief which says 
more than 50 young persons 
are involved in outbursts of 
crime and vandalism in the 
area. 

The merchants say the 
gang, made up of people aged 
14 to 30, about one-third of 
them females, hold heavy 
drinking parties and some of 
them apparently use drugs- 
The brief was a result of in-, 
cidents in the area that came 
to a climax Sept. 13 when 
police and citizens tangled 
with a gang of people in a 
melee on the main street. 
Two RCMP officers were 
kicked in the face and had 
their cars damaged before the 
fight ended with the arrest of 
three people. 

The brief says Macdonald 
should give senior RCMP of¬ 
ficers the "power to read, use 
and enforce the Riot Act and 
Illegal Assembly Act without 
the limitations imposed by the 
Juvenile Procedures Code.” 

It also calls for other tough 
measures against known ring 
leaders of hoodlum elements. 

But Chilliwack township 
RCMP. who look after Ved- 
der, said the situation there is 
no different than anywhere 
else. 

One RCMP officer said po¬ 
lice strength was "stretched 
out pretty thin at times.” 

"We’ are, however, giving 
Vedder the best protection 
we can," he said. 

Meanwhile, Vedder resi¬ 
dents are arming themselves 
because they feel threatened. 

"There’s a shotgun in the 
trunk of my car,” said ser¬ 
vice station owner Dale Bam- j 
ford. “I don’t go anywhere 
around here without it any¬ 
more.” 

Walter Heinrich, who owns J 
a sporting goods store, said 
the windows in his store have 
been broken so many times 
he no longer replaces thetto. 

"I just board up the holes 
made by the rocks.” 

Heinrich sells guns at his 
•tore. A prospective handgun 
owner must get a permit from 
the RCMP before its pur¬ 
chase. It is then registered 
and its possession and use are 
restricted to the owner’s 
home. 

A 10-shot, semi-automatic 


Biretta, a compact pistol that 
slips easily into a coat or 
pants pocket, is the usual 
preference of the women who 
are buying guns, said 
Heinrich. 

“In some cases. I had to 


8how the women how to use 
the gun and also warn them it 
was a pretty lethal weapon 
they were buying,” he said. 

One merchant said commu¬ 
nity reaction should not be 
classified as vigilante action. 


"We don’t like the idea of 
acting like vigilantes,” he 
said. "We don’t want to break 
the law. But, damn it, it 
seems the cops have their 
hands tied and are useless in 
dealing with these punks.” 


NIAGARA FALLS, Orrt. 
(CP) — David Archer, pres¬ 
ident ofthe Ontario Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, said Satur¬ 
day controls over food produc¬ 
tion are a "crime against hu¬ 
manity."

BLUEBERRY CULTURE <E. 
L. Duncan) 

If rhododendrons, azaleas, 
camellias or hollies thrive in 
your garden, chances are 
your soil is acid enough to 
grow blueberries successfully. 

Dig plenty of pre-dam- 
pened peat moss into the 
planting site and mulch the 
surface around and between 
the blueberry bushes with 
half-rotted material from the 
compost heap. 

You will need more than 
one variety to ensure the 
cross-pollination of the blos¬ 
soms. Many reputable plant 
nurseries will sell blueberry 
bushes ONLY in units of three 
plants, all different varieties. 

Prices run around 57.50 per 
unit. October is a good month 
to plant, and RX-30 is a good 
fertilizer for this fruit.

PLANTS FOR DRY SOIL («. 
Mel., Cobble Hill) 

Some good drought-resistant 
perennials which should toler¬ 
ate conditions in your dry. 
sun-baked, south-facing bed 
are Nepeta (catmint), Ar- 
timesia (Old Man or Lad's 


l/)vel, Santolina (Lavender 
Cotton), Lythrum (Loose¬ 
strife) and Bergenia (St. Pa¬ 
trick’s Cabbage). 

To improve the moisture-re¬ 
taining capacity of your soil, 
keep digging in plenty of 
spongy organic matter rot¬ 
ted manure, ripe compost, 
peat moss, lawn mowings, 
chopped straw and the like - 
together with coarse bone 
meal, two cupfuls per square 
yard. 

* * * 

SHRUBS FROM KERRIES 
(H.S., Victoria) 

While it is possible to sow 
whole berries from the 
various berried shrubs and 
trees, they would be a long 
time germinating some of 
them would lie dormant in the 
soil for as long as three years. 

Tbe pulp of the berry has 
an inhibiting influence upon 
the seeds, preventing them 
from germinating until the 
pulp is completely decom¬ 
posed or digested. 

Mother Nature knows better 
than to simply drop her ber¬ 
ries on the ground beneath 
the shrub, for this would give 
rise to such crowding and 


congestion that the colony of 
shrubs couldn’t thrive, in¬ 
stead, she coats the shrub 
seeds with berry pulp, which 
is attractive to birds. 

The birds do the job of 
spreading the seeds widely, 
thereby establishing new colo¬ 
nies of shrubs. And in passing 
through the digestive system 
of the bird, the inhibiting pulp 
is consumed and the seed coat 
is conditioned by the acid gas¬ 
tric juices for rapid end vig¬ 
orous germination. 

One simple technique that 
will give approximately the 
same results as natore’s bird 
treatment is to mix the ripe 
shrub berries with damp sand 
and stand the container out¬ 
doors in a shaded place for 
the winter. In the spring, sift 
out the seeds and sow in the 
usual way.

COPPER BEECH (AAV., Cor 
dova Bay) 

The beech family prefers a 
somewhat sandy loam soil lib¬ 
erally enriched with either 
natural leaf mold or old rotted 
manure. 

It may he that your 
unthrifty tree is suffering 


memsmm. 


(Torn the effects of our turn 
mer drought, and I would 
suggest that you spread a 
good thick insulating mulch of 
sawdust, straw, lawn mow¬ 
ings or any similar organic 
matter over the whole rooting 
area before the hot, dry 
weather comes along nexi 
year. 

Don't forget that the rooting 
area extends well beyond the 
outermost, tips of the 
branches. 

Make a point, too, of wet¬ 
ting down the foliage every 
time you happen to have the 
garden hose out. Freshening 
up the leaves in this way is a 
wonderful restorative for a 
weak or ailing tree.

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Almost 30 years after it vanished in the remote northeastern wilds of British Columbia, the 
search for a Second World War transport and its reputed cargo of gold bullion goes on. This, de¬ 
spite the fact that the ill-fated C-49 was found five years after it climbed into the sombre evening 
skies over Fort St. John and roared into eternity. 


“LEGENDARY TREASURE” 
TRACKED BY PATERSON 


Curiously, we conducted our 
own "successful" search operation 
10-odd years ago — from behind 
our desk! 


. .In February, 1913, n huge Douglas look 
off from Fort Nelson, B.C., on a fairly short flight 
to Fort Simpson, located at the Liard and Mack- 
e/ie River junction. It carried an army payroll 
of approximately $200,000 in small denomination 
American bills. Although the plane carried full 
radio equipment, no report of the trouble was 
ever given. It simply climbed int > the murky sky 
and disappeared. Just before the old mysterious 
silence of the Far North closed around them f *- 
ever, the crew radioed a routine report of thair 
l>ositlon as 60 miles northeast of Fort Nelson. 

• Despite the fact that the rugged terrain was 
combed by air for weeks, this fortune apparently 
lies scattered about the wreck of the large ill-fat¬ 
ed airliner somewhere in the wild bush country 
between the two forts. It might even lie in the lit¬ 
tle known Nahinnl River area called Headless 
Valley, which has an obscure past full of weird 
stories, fear, and the taboos of local natives. At 
any rate, this fortune still awaits some intrepid 
person who will venture into the cold foreboding 
land of the pinnacled Mackenzie Mountain Range 
and almost impassable valleys covered with 
gnarled tangled underbrush." 

These were the breathless, intriguing — and 
erroneous — chapters which caught our eye in an 
old American pulp magazine. and sent us in 
search of the missing aircraft's treasure, a search 
by typewriter which w as t > lead us a gross Can¬ 
ada and into the l ! nltcd States, as well as into 
the rugged northe.istem comer of British CV>, 
lumbia. 

Enlisting the aid of a senior Colonist reporter 
who had served in the USAF, we determined to 
research the story of the "huge Douglas” and its 
rich payroll from the very beginning, and fired 
off a letter to the library of the Nelson Daily 
News. Unfortunately, in our enthusiasm, we had 
overlooked the fact that Nelson, and Fort Nelson, 
are two, very separate communities, situated 
almost at opposite poles of the province, a fact 
which the Nelson News' librarian politely pointed 
out. Undaunted, we proceeded with our investiga¬ 
tion, learning through our senior partner's con¬ 
tacts in the RCAF that they vaguely remembered 
that a Canadian Pacific Airlines plane had van¬ 
ished in the same region at about the same time 
as our treasure plane, although they thought that 
this second transport had been found. 

A check with the loci public information of¬ 
fice of the RCAF led to the Rescue Coordination 
Centre in Vancouver, which suggested that we 
contact the Edmonton rescue centre, as a search 
most likely would have been organized from that 
office. In due course, Edmonton forwarded our 
request to Ottawa, after a check of its files found 
no reference to the plane in question. Finally, 
after two months of letterwiriting, we struck 
paydirt when Fit. Lt. C. F. Page, responding for 
the Chief of Air Staff, reported that Department 
of National Defence files mentioned "an Ameri¬ 
can military air transport identified as 2004' 
crashed north of Fort Nelson on Feb. 5, 1943.” 

The crash sate was given as approximately 30 
degrees 13" North and 124 degrees 25” West, al¬ 
though the files contained no reference as to the 
aircraft's cargo. 

Thus armed with our first, solid facts, we 
proceeded to contact USAF headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. (at Page's suggestion). This 
time, armed with the missing aircraft's official 
number, and the date upon which it crashed, we 
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fully anticipated that the USAF's Research Stu¬ 
dies Institute, at Maxwell Air Force Base, Ala., 
would be able t/> provide us with a 'wealth of in¬ 
formation. Instead, that agency's historical divi¬ 
sion regretfully reported that a survey of "the 
most logical sources" failed to yield any informa¬ 
tion whatsoever as to transport 2004, or the 
"Douglas" mentioned in the magazine article. 
Also, due to that department’s heavy official 
workload, administrative assistant Maurer 
Maurer was unable to help us further. 

By this time, It had occurred to us that the 
obvious source to check ns to whether, in fact, a 
transport plane crashed in the north or B.C. with 
a valuable cargo aboard, was the U S. Army 
Paymaster. Much to our surprise, that office had 
nothing to report but did, in turn, pass us on to 
the Second World War Records Division of the 
National Archives, in Alexandria, Va. Heiv, after 
six months' research, we "found" our lost plane, 
the National Archives reporting that, on the night 
of Feb. 5, 1943, not one, but two, planes were lost 
in northern B.C. 

One, a C-48 owned by Northwest Airlines, 
crashed between Watson Luke and Fort Nelson. 
Hie other. 0-43 N\>. 434004. went down between 
Fort Nelson and Fort St. John. Three weeks 
after, the records continued, the. C-48 was found 
five miles west of Watson I-ake by an RCAF 
search plane, two of its four occupants having 
survived the crash. 

Previously, we had invested several evenings 
in the Victoria Press library, pjring over micro- 
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film copies of the February, 1943 issues. In the 
Feb. 12 issue of the Times, we came across men¬ 
tion of a search for two American "cargo trans¬ 
it planes," missing for four days with a total of 
13 service-men and civilians aboard. 

"One of the planes is missing near Watson 
I-ake on the B.C.-Yukon boundary," the wire 
story, datelined Edmonton, reported, and the 
other between Fort Nelson and Fort St. John, 
B.C. Three persons ore aboard one of the ships 
and the other carried 10 passengers. It is believed 
all passengers were U.S. citizens. Next-of-kin 
have been notified." 

The object of a massive search by both the 
Canadian and American air forces, the planes 
were believed to have been downed by engine 
trouble. In the case of the craft missing near 
Watson Lake, at least, searchers were able to 
narrow down the crash area due to the fact that 
the plane had been sighted over the airport. The 
pilot had asked for routine landing instructions — 
then simply vanished into the skies. 

As the search entered its second week, search 
and rescue officials denied rumors that one of the 
aircraft had been found, and disclosed that veter¬ 
an flyer and former Northwest Airline official Lt.- 
Col. A. R. Mensing, Jr., was one of the missing 
pilots. 

Due to wartime censorship, full particulars 
were slow in being made public. Ten days after 
the double tragediy, the USAF revealed that a 
total of 15 persons were missing, the craft piloted 
by Lt.-Col. Mensing having 11 crewmen and pas¬ 
sengers aboard, and described the officer as hav- 
ng been "one of the ablest mail plane flyers on 
the Minnesota-Chicago air mail route." 

Search planes continued their systematic ex¬ 
amination of the rugged terrain. But Mensing's 
crowded transport, and that piloted by John Hart, 
of Minneapolis, for the Air Transport Command, 
seemed to have been swallowed by the vast 
northlond, and the Victoria newspapers soon 
turned to other news. 

In fact, lt was not until we wrote to Col. 
Mensing's former employer, Northwest Airlines, 
that we learned the fate of the missing aircraft. 


public relations director William L. Pollock prom¬ 
ptly giving fresh details as to the lost treasure. 
Checking with "one of our officials who was in 
charge of Northwest Airlines’ aerations in 
Northern Canada during the war," Mr. Pollock 
discovered that both" planes had been .found. That 
piloted by John Hart, he said, was located two 
weeks after it crashed, two of its four occupants 
having survived the Impact. 

The second piano, that flown by Col. Mensing, 
was not found until after the war, when a hunting 
party stumbled upon the wreckage, all aboard 
having perished. As for the rumored treasure, lie 
noted: "There was a rumor at the time that the 
plane pilrted by G>1. Mensing was carrying 
!>ayroll for troops stationed at Ladd Field. This 
was not correct. The plane was bound in the op- 
IKisite direction from Watson Lake to Edmonton 
at the time of the crash and there was no money 
alioard." 

Sadly, Mr. Pollock was all too accurate. A 
check of September, 1948, newspapers showed 
that the missing transport had indeed been found. 
Datelined Washington, the account indicated that 
"an American transport plane missing for five 
years with 11 men aboard has been found in the 
('unadian wilderness near Fort Nelson, B.C. . . . 
The air force said the wreckage was found by a 
Canadian trapper, according to its reports. The 
Edmonton (Journal) account said the finder was 
a hunter from the United States. 

"The ship was a C-49, an early wartime 
transport model. Air force officers said it was fly¬ 
ing from Fort Nelson to Fort St. John. Edmonton 
rejjorta had it headed for Whitehorse, Y.T. 

"Families of those aboard were notified that 
they were missing and a year later advised that 
the men were presumed dead. Official announce¬ 
ment of the names of the dead men was still 
withheld tonight, however, until the finding of the 
bodies has been formally reported to the sur¬ 
vivors." 

The story undoubtedly would have rated no 
further mention, but for rumors of its valuable 
cargo which, during the five years since the 
transport vanished, had assumed legendary pro- 
l»ortions, servicemen of l»th air forces stall xied 
in northern B.C. fanning speculation that the 
payroll had been worth 3200,000 in currency. 
Other sources placed its value at $240,000, while 
yet others believed it to have been in the form of 
400 pounds of gold bullion. 

The USAF refuted all such claims, staling 
that reports of "a big payroll" began shortly 
after the plane was rejected missing. At that 
time, air force officials had investigated, to find 
that "there was no indication then? were any 
funds lx>yond the pers ttal cash cf orew and pas¬ 
sengers." Earlier, a USAF officer at Edmonton 
had refused t> confirm or leny that the plane 
had carried currency or bullion. 

It was then revealed that the long-sought 
plane had been found "near a remote mountain 
l>eak" by Oregon hunter C. L. Fallart and George 
Rahne, his Fort Nelson guide. When word of their 
discovery reached Fort Nelson, the five-year-old 
mystery as to whether or not the plane had been 
t arry ing gold or currency was reopened. Ignoring 
Washington denials to the effect that “nothing is 
known" about the C-49 having carried a fortune, 
rumor* flew thick and fast, the local consensus, 
being that 400 pounds in bullion, and a quarter of 
a million dollars in currency, had vanished with 
No. 2004. in February, 1943. 

Queried as to w-hat they had found at the 
t rash scene, Fallart and Bahne stoutly denied 
that they had seen any trace of treasure beyond 
s :me silver on the bidies of the 11 crew members 
and passengers. Ignoring their statement, Fort 
Nelson residents persisted in their belief that the 
lost payroll existed, Edmonton sources pushing 
its reputed value to half a million in gold and 
cash.

A Clown Tells His Story 

SHAKESPEARE «, the PARK 


After doing slapstick sort of 
comedy for some years, it seemed 
a far cry that I would ever attempt 
Shakespeare. Yet, in English tra¬ 
dition, which British Columbia runs 
to (formerly, anyway) — Vancouver 
roped me into it. 

A Midsummer's Night Dream, to I* played in 
Stanley F-ark, was advertised as going on and the 
Sun and Province drama sections were calling for 
player tryout*. That was in the summer of 1940 
where, like Sir Francis Drake playing bowls be¬ 
fore the Spanish Armada, the nature of Van¬ 
couver still wanted to “make merrie" In spite of 
Hitler. 

Unknown in British Columbia so far. I 
thought I'd make a stage start this way. E. V 
Young, a well-known U*cal and British actor, was 
producing the Dream and his critical glance sur- 

v eyed me. 

"Gun.edy!“ he declared after only a pause of 
a second or two. “How would you like to lie one -if 
the clowns?" 

I sighed, noting the pretty girls about, queens 
of fairies and so on and the lucky fellows playing 
opposite to them, but decided to accept my limi¬ 
tations as it was nice to be promptly cast by K. 
V.. who really knew sta^e. I moved over to tlie 
motley *.rew ulrendy selected as clowns. In Mid¬ 
summer Night's Dream they are a group of 
yokels who practice fo put on a play Pyramis 
Thishc out in the Greek woods. The comic relief 
is a contrast to the main story of romance. 

I sn uggled gamely with the blank verse and 
the poetry of the lines so different from prosaic 
modem plays. but gave some sort of a clownish 
performance ahd E. V. left me in. No pay, he 
*aid to tne after, but you will (e helping the City 
A fine tourist attraction. $hake<«[»eate in the park. 

He explained that we would he best to memo¬ 
rize our lines but as the audience would be fairly 
far away from us a loudspeaker or amplifier — 
with radio actors hidden would be the voices 
actually heard. Our lips must move however and 
the audience would assume it was US speaking 
Each actor would hav e his Njieeial voice double. 

They had done this once before successfully 
at Brockton Point, he said. Now we were to be in 
the deep park proper doing the play in front of a 
giant fir tree or so. on alternate nights to Theatre 
under the Stars musical comedy, which ran in 
Malkin Cowl, also newly started. We were, how¬ 
ever. to be as real creatures of the woods, appear¬ 
ing from behind a tree and tripping about the ac¬ 
tual grass. Something to be in! 

“Be off, thou material, crass desires." I quot¬ 
ed to myself. “Here dwells nobtUty. the true dis¬ 
ciple of Thespis. Let the lowly dollar shrink at the 
fire in your glance.’ 

In the background of my mind I beheld Sha¬ 
kespeare smiling approvingly down at me. “Let 
us keen up the work." he said. "Forward — 
though only a clown. Remember. I too played 
only small roles .. . and am getting nothing out 
<f this ” 

The ooss of the ad-distributing firm I was 
working for. hearing I was taking part in Park 
Shakespeare, was more pleasant to me. I thought. 
One got that community feeling of community 

good. 

Rehearsals proceeded at various halls or 
clubrooms about town As clowns we did a lot of 
watching . . . watching the leaders perform. Some 
liecame prominent in the theatrical work! later 
on. The girl playing Puck I have lately often seen 
in leading rules in CBC television from Toronto. 
JVileen Seaton (Cblcleugh then*. The part of Bot¬ 
tom. the weaver, who wears the ass's head, 
which later on looked very picturesque in Stanley 
Park, was played by a chap named Leonard Milb 
er (who seemed as bluff and hearty as Bottom 
himself in real life'. Others in the cast were 
John Glen. Doug Milsom. Maureen Beech. Rosa- 
leen Bing, Muriel Barnett and eventually up to 
about 70 people. 

E. V. Young who told me he loved amateur 
dramatics, kept up a constant liveliness in prac¬ 
tices. giving skilful demonstrations of how to play 
each part. Eventually he would say to us back¬ 


benchers: “Come on, now, let's have the 

••low ns!" 

1 ne er ever saw our radio ghosts. "Don't 
worry, they’ll be there." said E.V. "Some of the 
best in the business. It will all coine out on the 

night!" 

Rehearsals continued throughout July in club 
looms and Tlie Dream appeared to have a prom¬ 
ising cast, who rarely missed any practices and 
aoi*n vere word perfect. There was a friendly 
spirit to them ail which piomised a successful 
(terformance - from the walking actors, anyway. 

We still never worked in the park |>erhai>s. 
honors’ it would rain. However, the summer of 
19 M was prov ing a good clear one. hot and sunny 
and lienudful evenings. Our scheduled dates were 
Aug 9. 16 and 23. rapidly approaching. 

There was also another Shakespeare, oul- 
d-<ors. M |itable play, As You like It, going on and 
alv» musical shows like The Geisha (to be played 
in the new Malkin Bowli on alternate nights 
throughout the remainder of August In Stanley 
Park. 

Hut we didn't see much of those and were 
kept a* -i separate unit to ourselves. K. V. Young 
was nlv» directing As You Like It and had a part 
in ti as well as being Poo Bah in the Geisha. (He 
also was a reader for Egeus in our play.» What a 
man! 

Hut I think we were one of the most promis¬ 
ing of the shows. Even the clowns were setting a 
small example — humble guys, turning up loyally 
each night. The park officials and city fathers 
were evidently daringly trying it all out. guided 
by K. V. Young and Leonard Miller and others to 
see how the public would resitend. A 40-piece 
orchestra under Basil Horsfall, from Victoria, 
hail i*ocn engaged. 

Mayor Telford announced over radio and 

piess: 

“In t*i‘s time of stress, this type of entertain- 
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' whiI w *11 soothe our weary souls. Also our Amer¬ 
ican < ouslns and tourists will be granted free 
standing room ail around the park, near the per¬ 
formers. or seats at reasonable figures, which 
were only 25 to 50c. in this delightful sylvan set¬ 
ting.” 

Came at last the dress rehearsal in Stanley 
Park when all the wonders were to come to¬ 
gether, and we were in the pavilion donning exci- 
tedly our costumes newly arrived from Malabars 
of Winnipeg. The amplifiers were going outside 
and the radio actors in a special room somewhere 
incrlooK'ng were ready for us. 

The ladies were beautifully arrayed in trail¬ 
ing Grecian robes, and the men in shorter ones, 
including us clowns in brief country smocks with 
short Grecian skirts — feeling sometimes a bit 
chilly under the great trees of tt* August eve¬ 
ning. 

The voice of E. V. Young, like Jov e on Mount 
Olympus, resounded everywhere. But things must 
have looked all right to him as he seemed in 
happy humor. 

There was delay at the opening — "Just a 
minute! - hoki everything. Mr. Horsfall has lost 
his glasses." (Mr. Horsfall led splendid music, 
however, and we got encouraging support, such 
as the lively air whenever the clowns would 
enter, i 

Sam Payne, one of the leading reading voices 
as Lysander. was a deliberate young actor who 
liked to have his pipe with him. but in an impor¬ 
tant scene E. V. discovered nobody at the mike 
and the actor outside. John Glen, declaiming 
awav with very little sound coming. Sam was 
tamping down his tobacco somewhere on the side¬ 
lines. but was soon rushed to the vacant mike 
chitchin^. his script. 

But perhaps things would go better on the 
\igiu and npxt evening — a Thursday. Aug. 9 — 
when yvu showed up — early, and anxious of 
course - one found still greater preparations 
The park employees had it all separated off with 
wire netting where the audience would go. keei»- 
Ing clear our grassy performing area. Seats and 
loom lor four or five thousand were laid out. It 
was quite separate from the Bowl. 

Faces burning with excitement had makeups 
applied m the pavilion and all around were Gre¬ 


cian I«t.I s and ladles, fairies, and little elves 
iVancouver children', as ~well as Bottom the 
weaver with his Ass's head. A sense of beauty 
and fun were evident and soon, led by Bottom, we 
ail (rouped over by a sort of secret path to gather 
liehind the scenes in readiness back of the majes¬ 
tic irees and convenient bushes. 

Gathered not far away was a tremendous 
ofiening night crowd in the seats and grassy 
knolls i lose-by. The orchestra of symphony stan¬ 
dard played the Mendelssohn music opening and 
Shakespeare's A Midsummer Night's Dream 
began with the Duke of Athens and Queen of the 
Aina amis discussing their forthcoming marriage. 

It seemed like a fine show, one of Shake- 
speare's best and I’m sure it looked very effec¬ 
tive over there in actuality in Stanley Park. 

However, back of the scenes, you don't see 
things from the front and are concerned more 
w ith a r* or player's troubles with his lot. 

Tlie whole production felt to be going well, 
however, and the main story was evolving with 
the iieautcous Hermia and Helena, who get mixed 
up in love complications with Uvsander ami De¬ 
metrius. The seriousness of the mortals is 
laughed at. however, by the fairy characters 
such as Puck, the spirit of mischief, who finds 
various i>eople asleep in the woods at times and 
ruin a halm on their eyelids, causing them to fall 
in love with the first living creature they see ujion 
waking. Such as Titania. queen of the fairies, 
espying Bottom, now changed to an ass. with pic¬ 
turesque large ass's head. This isn't too pleasing 
to the king of the fairies. 

In Shakespeare’s time the common ieople 
lielievod more in ghosts and fairies and such and 
h*» was thus al»le to weave a quite convincing 
comedy. 

But Stanley Park in Vancouver added to this. 
I'm sure, and the watching audience seemed 
aliv o and quick to answer the efforts. 

Came the cue for the clowns ... the lively 
dancing tune, and out we came and were 
greeted by laughter. The silly play we were act¬ 
ing out or preparing about a lion eating up 
jioor Thisbe and Pyramus discovering it — or 
rather thinking this had happened upon discover¬ 
ing her tom mantle, and all ending for both — 
was played for mock heroics and the audience ac¬ 
cepted it with chuckles. 

I was Shout and tinker playing tlie wall. 

\Mien it came time for your lines you heard 
your words being spoken, over the top of yours, 
by the amplifier. It was like the dread voice of 
conscience finding you out: as if your words wer 
there in front of you written on the still air and 
you obeyed them. On the nights 4 >layed I seemed 
to detect different voices being ME — one of 
which Alan Young, later a big movie actor. 

The clowns were quite important in the story 
and came on several times, being in the final 
scene at the Duke and keen's wedding, where 
they went through their acting efforts (with hu¬ 
morous remarks from the Duke and party > and 
conscience finding you out: as if your words were 
almost anything silly to the music. I ended up 
with a mischance fail on the somewhat dewy 
grass. l».t felt happy with the ensuing laugh. 

But how had it looked to the public? The next 
day’s newspaper story , written by Stanley Bligh. 
in the Vancouver Sun. had the heading: 

"Dream Given Superb Presentation In Park. 

Shakespeare’s lyrical comedy A Midsummer 
Night's Dream won the approbation of a large au¬ 
dience at the Music Bowl. Stanley Park. Friday 
evening, in the third production of the Theatre 
Under the Stars. 

"It v.as an admirable performance, in tact, 
the best that has ever been given in Vancouver 
There was perfect synchronization between die 
acting anil speaking parts, and in wandering 
around the great crowds during intermissions, we 
heard many arguments from those who thought it 
impossible that two persons were actually por¬ 
traying the individual roles. 

"We sometimes wonder if Vancouver people 
realize the latent talent available here. Friday 
night’s performance was a revelation of w-hat 
may be accomplished under intelligent direction. 

"Had the same performance taken place in 
Hollywood, it would have been bally booed over 
die work!. But in Stanley' Park we have the natu-

How many of us take advantage of the wild fruit that is so abundant on 
Vancouver Island? We sometimes go blackberry’ picking, perhaps:, but- to many 
of us a pail of blackberries is the total extent of our involvement with Vancouver 
Island’s bountiful harvest. 

TTiere is fruit all around us. but mostly we just ignore it. Take salal, for 
instance, which grows profusely from one end of the Island to the other — its 
black berries, ripe from August onwards, are excellent stewed or in pies or as 
jam or jelly. The Indians used to press them into cakes to store for winter use, 
or sometimes concocted a sort of syrup from them. 

Oregon grape and serviceberry were also favorite foods of the Indians. 
The berries of the former, dark blue with a bright blue bloom, were dried in the 
sun like raisins, while the serviceberries were mixed with fat and deer-meat 
and pounded into a solid mass to make pemmican, a concentrated food that 
could be carried on journeys or stored for emergency use. 

Oregan grapes are too acid for us to eat raw but they make a flavorful 
sauce or jelly to'ddiVe with meat or poultry . The blue-black serviceberries are 
sweet and juicy but somewhat tasteless in the raw state; cooked with the addi¬ 
tion of a little lemon juice, however, they are good in pies. 

Blueberries, whortleberries, bilberries and huckleberries are often con¬ 
fused. It doesn’t really matter, however, because they are all edible. Huckle¬ 
berries have fewer and larger seeds than blueberries but are otherwise very 
similar — the twin-leaved huckleberry, with blue-black berries growing singly' 
in the leaf axils, is almost indistinguishable from the oval-leaved blueberry. The

berrv, or shot-berry, has brownish-black berries growing in clusters. 

Cranberries grow mostly in bogs and have red berries on low bushes — t 
except for the high-bush cranberry, called also squashberry or.mooseberry, 
which can reach a height of eight feet and is actually not a cranberry' at all. Its 
orange-red. one-seeded fruit, which remains on the bushes all winter, can be 
eaten raw and makes a fine jelly. I 

i 

Of the two s|>ecies of cherries growing here, the bitter chewy is too sour 
to be of much use. The chokeberry. however, is a little sweeter and its clusters 
of dark red fruit are sometimes made into a tart jelly. More popular is the blue- 
berried elder, with its flat clusters of dark blue fruit covered with a light blue 
bloom. The berries are used Tor pies, for jam or jelly, or for wine. 

Blackberries, strawberries, raspberries (both blaqk and red), crab apples, 
salmonberries and thimbleberries are all related. They' all can be eaten raw 
except the little, half-inch long apples which are too bitter but which make good 
apple jelly. They are useful, too, for adding to jam made from less acid fruit. 
The rose is another member of the same family of plants, and jelly made from 
wild rose hips has a delicate flavour that is second to none. *j 

Some of the edible fruits are practically never used except in cases of 
emergency. Bearberry. black hawthorn, hairy manzanita. arbutus and the like 
are so tasteless or so dry that no-one w-ould eat them from choice. But for a 
hiker who is lost in the bush the means of survival could conceivably lie in those 
same tasteless berries. No-one in the Vancouver Island woods need ever die of 
starvation during the season when the fruit is ripe.

It was in 1950 that Ross Gib¬ 
son of Gibson's Landing and Sid¬ 
ney, V.I., joined the RCMP after 
the disbandment of the B.C. Pro¬ 
vincial Police with whom he served 
in Prince Rupert and the Queen 
Charlottes. 

Ross is a member of one of British Colum¬ 
bia’s oldest families, the Gibson’s of Gibson's 
Landing. His great grandfather pre-empted 500 
acres the»e in the late 1800s and the oldest living 
member of the family, Mrs. Grace Oiamberlain. 
aged 85. ‘till lives there. 

Ross went to school at Gibson s, joined the 
RCN <14 Xaden at 17 and served in the North 
Atlantic during the war for five and half years. 

He served with the RCMP first in Cloverdale. 
B.C.. at which time there were, in Surrey. 13 con¬ 
stables ar.d one sergeant. In 1951’ he made appli¬ 
cation io go to the Arctic. 

He \vc rked closely with the Indians of the 
.oast in ' 7 iince Rupert and the Charloites and he 
decided it w’ould be s .mething <>f a c hallenge to 
work with the Eskimos. It was not easy to obtain, 
permission to go t> the Arctic but he suc ceeded 
and in .952 was posted to Port Harrison on the 
east coast of Hudson Bay. 150 miles north of the 
tree line. 

Little dr.l he realize what this entailed. He 
would ha\e to learn the Eskimo language, live in 
an igloo, and travel by dog team. However. Ross 
Gibson was young and filled with a sense of ad¬ 
venture so he departed for Quebec City where he 
boarded 'he ice breaker and supply ship, the C.D. 
Howe of the department of transport. 

They sailed down the St. Lawrence, up the 
Allantic seaboard through Hudson Strait and 
down the coast to Port Harrison, off Caj)e Har¬ 
rison. in Northern Quebec. 

Two weeks out the ship hit an iceberg and 
was forced to turn back to Quebec City to have 
her damaged plating repaired. Six weeks later 
she sailed again for Port Harris m and points in 
the eastern Arctic. 

They arrived at their destination Aug. 3. 1952. 
where they found Const. McRae in charge of the 
Port .Harriscn detachment which he turned over 
It Ross. 

There was a house, two warehouses, and all 
of Northern Quebec, including the surnRinding 
islands. Sleeper and Belcher, and as far wwth rs 
Great Whale river. 

h'noving nothing of the people. Ross was left 
with 700 Eskimos—men. women, and children. 

The first gift presented to him. by Naroo- 
maile, an elderly Eskimo woman, was a seven 
jound Arctic char curled up in a granite chamber 
pot, a utensil which was used for^all manner of 
things except for what it wjis originally intended! 

He had two special constables. Josie and 
Willla. They had been employed by the RCMP for 
some, years but had no powers of arrest, but 
acted as helpers and guides and Ross found them 
most .congenial. His only contact with white peo¬ 
ple was at the Hudson’s Bay fort across the river 
where he met the factor, Ross Peyton, a New¬ 
foundlander. 

His first task was to organize his year’* 
supplies. These were divided into two lots aad 
stored in the two warehouses in case one should 
be destroyed by fire. 

His next task was to be measured for appro¬ 
priate -lothing. sealskin for summer, carilioo skin 
for winter. The clothing was made by old blind 
Minnie and she measured Ross with a string and 
made trousers, parka and skin boots. 

He still has the ivory buttons, each one 
carved in relief with a different animal. They 
were made by Isa Smiler. These clothes, inciden- 
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tally. arc today in the museum at Gibson's Land¬ 
ing. 

It always embarrassed Ross that after he had 
worn his hoots the women would chew ihcm to 
sofi-n the leather. The ones with worn down teeth 
were the nest, they were not so likely to puncture 
the sealskin. 

The Eskimos lived in skin tents in ihe sum¬ 
mer and in igloos in winter and he had his firsi 
experience of sleeping in an igloo when he went 
with josie and Willla on a fishing trip. 

Ten to 14 dogs, all wearing skin boots, weir 
harnessed in a fan hitch, a method used for 
travelling over rough ice. They covered about 30 
miles, cljojiped holes in the ide and caught Arctic 
< hnr and trout, using seal meat or bacon for iiait. 
fh« »:sh froze immediately, still alive and Ross 
sweats they were wriggling hours later when 
taken heme and thawed. 

On tr.e trip he ate pork and beans but th* 
Eskimos ate chopped seal liver and eyeballs and 
drank tea. The dogs had always to be tied near 
fresh water otherwise they wouM eat the skin 
boils, -eni* or clothing. 

The Eskimos, relates Ross, are great tea 
rii inkeis. He is fond of tea himself but he got sick 
and.ilr.d of drinking it well laced with caribou 
hair. There seemed no way round this so he wrote 


to Oita vn and requested they send him 500 tea 
bags a lequest ihat rather floored them but they 
did, eventually, ship the 500 bags. 

When the constables brought him his tea he 
found, to his dismay, that it was still full of carib¬ 
ou hairs and it seemed that they had painstak- 
ingly opened each bag and dumped the tea into a 
• ontainei. "What could I do? They meant well" 
laughs Pops. 

Within a year he found that he could com¬ 
municate very well in the Eskimo language. They 
showed no inclination whatever to learn English 
but they expected bim to master their language 
very quickly. 

His duties at Port Hajrrison were many and 
varied. The natives cashed their cheques at the 
Hudson’s Bay store but Ross had to see that they 
used their vouchers wisely.j^lt would be quite in 
order for one to spend a month's allowance on 
sugar nkme, leaving nothing for other supplies. 

They purchased ammunition, flour, tobacco 
and tiea in great quantities with welfare, family 
allowance and blind cheques. Tliere is, says Ross, 
a great ileal of blindness among these people. 

At Port Harrison he had to contend with 
"Mad Mina" the Eskimo woman of the famous 
Belcher Island murders. She was the first Eskimo 
women to he tried by white man’s law and had 
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lx*en condemned to live at Port Harrison as a 
want of the federal government. The people were 
afraid of her and Ross found her a great nui¬ 
sance 

He did his own housekeeping and cooking. 
The Eskimos lived largely on bannock which they 
deep-frie' in seal oil but Ross used shortening for 
his from his stores. In his house he had electric 
light. 32 watt, the electricity generated by a wind 
charger or Delco plant. When the snows came the 
house was snow blocked to the eaves for warmth. 

He recalls the winter he and his wife later 
spent at Port Harrison. At breakfast one morning 
they saw a movement in the packed snow- at the 
kitchen window and a small head emerged and 
two heady eyes watched them eating their break¬ 
fast. It was a long nosed little shrew and every 
mornmg during that long winter he was there and 
stayed until the meal was finished. 

At the end of a year at Port Harrison Gibson 
was transferred to Resolute Bay on Cornwallis 
Island .and was promoted to corporal. Here he 
was to epen a new detachment and with him went 
six Eskimo families from Port Harrison — 12 
children, 2? adults and 36 dogs. 

The people w-ere most happy to go with Ross, 
whom they called Nabukto, meaning the one with 
the red fa<e. 

The oldest amonst them was Nellie and when 
she died they gave him her seal-oil lamp. She was 
buried wrapped in an ROMP blanket, donated by 

Ross. 

The Ji.urney to Resolute Bay took two weeks 
by supply ship, the delberville. the most powerful 
ice breaker iq the.world. Prior to that she had at¬ 
tended the Spitheiftd Review. With Gibson went 
Supt. Henry Larson whom they pickhd up at 
Churchill. Manitoba. 

There was no settlement whatever at Reso¬ 
lute and they were to choose a site. I .arson in¬ 
tended to stay three days but at the end of three 
hours theie were three toots on the ship’s whistle 
and a barge arrived to pick up the superin¬ 
tendent. The Arctic ice had begun to move in so 
Ross was left alone with his Eskimos. 

At Port Harrison they had had three hours of 
daylight but at Resolute they were to have three 
months cf total darkness. He had explained this 
to the people, but they had shrugged and said 
“Iamnommut” meaning "it can’t be helped.” 
These four months of darkness were also the 
coldest time of the year. 50 below or more. 

In hi* territory were the weather stations. ^ 
Isachscn. Mould Bay. Eureka, and Alert, the 
most northerly settlement in Canada on the north 
tip of Ellesmere Island and he had to patrol these 
with the supply planes each spring. 

They lived at first in skin tents and then built 
igloos for the winter. Right from the beginning 
there wps a food shortage. The walrus had gone 
south from the area and the Arctic ice prevented 
seal hunting. 

It was absolutely virgin country and the hunt¬ 
ing and trapping was fantastic. They took Arctic 
fo:., which they could eat, shot caribou for their 
hides and meat and hunted polar bears for skins 
ami for cog food. 

The old women made Ross a kayak of drift¬ 
wood and Arctic willow and complained bitterly 
because of the extra sewing. He was a big man 
and consequently his kayak had to be quite a big 
bigger than the usual one for the Eskimo men. 

At Resolute Ross was game warden, post¬ 
master and lay reader in the church they built 
cut of packing cases. The late Bishop Donald B. 
Marsh tailed there and gave them his blessing. 

He.was also doctor and midwife and the first 
baby born was named after him—Rossiapic. 

These Eskimos with Ross were real pioneers 
in every sense of the word and none of them ever 
returned to Port Harrison. Two of the children he 
took with them he still keeps in touch with. One. 
M&rkossi, is a pilot at Resolute Bay and the other 
manages the airport there. 

The year 1956 was the International Geophysi¬ 
cal year and at that time Resolute Bay was the 
headquarters for the world’s scientists. By this 
time the RCAF base was established there and 
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.. . left him oil lamp. 


the scientists made it their base, travelling by 
dog team, helicopter and on foot to the outlying 
districts. This was summertime. 

During his five years at Resolute he met 
some famous people. He was picked up by plane, 
a North Star, and flew over the pole with Brooke 
Claxton, then Minister of National Defence and 
the first cabinet minister to fly over the pole. 
Also on the plane was Gen. McNaughton and the 
famous war correspondent. Leonard Brockington. 

Vincent Massey came with the first vice-regal 
party to visit the Arctic and Gibson entertained 
hint and he was visited by Sir Ritchie Calder who 
landed at Thule but was not permitted to leave 
the aircraft until escorted by Ross. Calder later 
wrote a book Men Against the Frozen North 
which w-as ihe story of Ross Gibson. 

When King Frederick of Denmark landed at

Tl ule a plane was sent to Resolute to pick him up 
and he went with the King under the Greenland 
ice cap. He found him most charming and they 
w'ere l>oth presented with a tupalik, an ivory good 
luck charm. 

The lime arrived, after five years at Resolute 
Bay, to leave, and the whole settlement came to 
the piano, the women and children wept and it 
was says Ross, a really emotional leave taking. 
The pilot finally said: ”If we don’t get the Hell 
out of here you'll never leave.” And so he left 
Resolute Bay and his people. 

His next appointment was either to Baker 
Lake in the central Arctic or a return to Port 
Harrison. He now had a wife, having met Grace 
during his war years and married her in Nova 
Scotia after leaving Resolute. 

The., chose to go to Port Harrison ami here 
Grace went, as a bride. His Eskimo friends were 
most curious to see her. particularly as she was 
to be the nurse for the settlement. 

They stayed for two years and were then 
transferred to Nova Scotia. Their daughter. Sta- 
phanie Jane, was bom in Truro in 1959. 

Sh a is an-outstanding-young pianist and has 
taken all her examinations for the Royal Toronto 
Conservatory. 

Ross retired while stationed at Ottawa in 1967 
with the rank of sergeant. He returned to Gib¬ 
son’s Landing and from there moved to Sidney. 
V.I., and is at the moment employed by the B.C. 
Ferry Authority at Swartz Bay. 

He gardens, reads, and, he says, just likes to 
talk to people. In their house are many evidences 
of their life in the Arctic, beautiful soapstone and 
ivory carvings, one very fine one of blind Minnie 
who made his clothes, wonderfully woven baskets 
of sweet grass with small ivory carvings of ani¬ 
mals foi handles. In the bookcases are many 
books about the great north country- which he 
came to love and to which he plans to return for a 
visit in the fall of this year. 

Ross has a wonderful collection of color slides 
taken at Port Harrison and Resolute Bay and 
some of his photographs have appeared in the 
National Geographic and he was featured in that 
magazine some years ago in an article entitled 
Weather From the White North. 

The tales he could tell are bndless as he looks 
back upon his years with the Mounties. He is, we 
are sure, a fine example of those men who main¬ 
tained. a record of loyalty, steadfastness and 
achievement equal to the record of any military 
or police organization the world has known.

You might call apples our 
stand-by fruit ... there is really 
no season for apples, we can buy 
them every month of the year.. 
They are one of nature's most ver¬ 
satile foods providing almost un¬ 
ending menu variety ... as lunch- 
box fruit, wholesome snacks, in 
salads, cooked desserts and main 
dishes. And they are good for you, 
providing vitamins A and C as well 
as natural sugar for energy. 

A is for apple ... a five letter word that

If you are cooking to please a man I’m sure 
you can't go wrong with apple pie. 

It seems to be a universal favorite with man 
and boy. Althmgh apples are good the year 
round, the tart, new season apples make the best 
pies of all. 

Apple pie may be one crust with a lattice top, 
a crumb topping, deep dish or the conventional 
two crust pie. It takes above five cups of sliced 
apples to make a full nine-inch pie. 

.4 salad oil pie crust is about the easiest 
and never fall crust. It Is a good starting-out 
pastry for beginning cooks. It is a “short” 
never lough pie crust. If you have had failures 
with conventional pastry, try this. 

Salad Oil'Pastry . . . two cu]>s sifted pastry 
flour tor two cups all purpose flour less two table¬ 
spoons), one-half teaspoon each salt and baking 
powder, one-half cup salad oil and one-quarter 
. up cold milk or water. Sift flour, baking powder 
.aid salt, add cold milk to oil. stir with a fork 
then all all at once to the Hour. Mix with a fork 
iintil it goes into a ball and clears the sides of the 
bowl. Mold into a ball with your hands. Divide in 
half, flatten slightly. Roll int > a circle between 
two sheets of wax paper. (No flour necessary.* 
Feel off top paper, place pastry face down on pie 
plate, peel off paper and fit into pie plate. Bake 
shells in 430 degree. F. in-cheated oven, two crust 
pies at 425 degrees F. 

Besides the traditional two crust apple pie 
there Is the Continental Apples Pie ... a mix¬ 
ture of eggs ami cream are poured over sliced 
Apples before a delicately spiced crumb topping 
is addi‘d. 

Continciii.il Apple Pie . . . one unbaked, nine 
inch pie shell, one-half cup sugar, one tablespoon 
cornstarch, one-half teaspoon pastry 7 spice or cin¬ 
namon. five cups sliced apples, two beaten eggs. 

• ■ne-half cup whipping cream <1 have undiluted 
evaporated milk instead of cream* adid crumb 
lopping. 

Crumb Topping . . . mix ->ne-h.'ilf cup* ali 
j impose flour with one-quarter cup brown sugar

Bake the pie shell for 10 minutes then remove 
it fr>m the oven. Mix sugar, cornstarch and 
spice. Sprinkle two tablespoons of it over bottom 
of pie shell, stir remainder into the prepared 
apple slices. 

Arrange apples in pie shell then pour com¬ 
bined eggs and cream over top. Sprinkle topping 
over top and bake in preheated 350 deg. F. for 
about 35 >r 40 minutes or until apples are tender.

Through the Panama Canal 

TRAUMATIC TRANSIT 


It was instant nightmare. We 
had safely transited five of the six 
locks of the Panama Canal and 
had motored into the sixth where 
we were to tie longside a tug. Susie 
made her bow line fast to the tug 
but before I was quick enough to 
snub my stern line around the cleat 
the current took hold of Tryste's 
stern and began swinging it out 
towards the opposite wall. 

The line started to bum out, "Make fast! 
Make fast!” Robbie, our Columbian pilot yelled, 
but I could not make fast. ‘‘Get out of the way." 
Ernest said as he shoved me aside and grabbed it 
from me, but it only burned his hands. 

Because Susie’s bow line was tight the pres¬ 
sure on the stem swung Tryste around and she 
headed her bows at the tug and at the vast 
unyielding concrete wall beyond. 

Somehow Ernest managed to secure my thin 
green line. Nicola raced the motor astern and 
when Robbie grabbed the wheel from her she ran 
forward and all three girls pushed off the bow as 
it disappeared with a crunch under the protective 
ropework at the tug’s bows. 

Everyone shouted at once. The green line was 
strained to snapping point. Would it hold against 
the tremendous pressure of the onrushing water 
or w-ould it snap, as it seemed it must, to send 
Tryste swinging round and crash her stem to 
matchwood against the massive lock gates? 

Miraculously the line held long enough for a 
deckhand on the tug to throw a heaving line and 
Ernest to pass back a heavier line. They gradual¬ 
ly winched this is until Tryste lap lashed along¬ 
side the tug.

‘‘Any damage?" shouted down the tug skiji- 
per. "Not really." we said thankfully. One stan¬ 
chion was bent, the starboard bow had lost a strip 
of fibreglass and the bow roller had had a quarter 
inch of wood shaved neatly off for about six 
inches. It was all over. We motored out of the 
lock unable to believe that we had escaped so 
lightly.

The rest of the transit had been interesting — 
and deceptively easy. Robbie came aboard at the 
Cristobal Yacht Club and told uy when to start, 
timing it so that we would arrive at the first 
Gatun Lock at 10:30. We motored out past all the 
anchored freighters awaiting transit and Robbie 
pointed out Guadalupe Victoria, a tanker with an 
orange hull. 

"That is the ship you’ll be going through 
with,’’ he said. 

We motored down a wide channel beside bush 
and jialm trees and had to wait outside the first 
lock, motoring up and dowm while Guadalupe Vic¬ 
toria came up slowly behind us. Suddenly we saw 
the upperworks of another freighter in the sky 
above us. She was going up the first series of 
locks. 

Then it was our turn. Our tanker went in first 
and we followed cautiously. We had borrow-ed an 
extra girl, Vanessa, from another yacht, since we 
had to provide four line handlers and the helms¬ 
man. 

We were stationed one on each side of bow- 
and stern, each with a hundred foot rope at the 
ready. We had to tie each of our ropes to one of 
the lines which w’ould be thrown down to us by 
the Panamanian line handlers on shore. 

They were so high above us that we had to 
crane back our necks* to look at them, waiting for 


the lethal lead-filled monkey’s fists at the end of 
their lines to come whistling down. 

We had been warned to keep out of the way 
of those. Down came the monkey's fists, twining 
round the shrouds and we hastened to free them 
and make them fast to the big bights we had 
made ready at the end of each line. 

Up went our lines and the bights were 
dropped over large bollards. Tryste was then 
neatly suspended by four lines in the centre of the 
canal. 

The gates closed behind us and the water 
began to boil and bubble into the lock, slewing the 
boat from side to side. As we went up we had to 
take in line evenly to keep her in the centre, but 
it was not too difficult. 

I ran below to fetch the camera and was 
scoulded by Robbie; “Don’t ever leave your line. 
Ma'am, not for a second.' 

The lock gates ahead of us opened silently. 
Guadalupe Victoria moved gently into five next 
lock with her four mules on tracks pulling her 
while our on-shore line handlers fed back our 
lines as far as the monkey’s fists to us (we did 
not undo them! and then walked us along, and 
then ran quickly up the steps to the next level, 
took back our lines and put them over the next 
set of bollards. 

Once through the three Gatun locks we had 
risen 85 feet. Looking back we could see all the 
ships anchored at Cristobal awaiting transit. 

We moved out into Gatun Lake, a 28 
mile stretch of water with many big and little 
islands, sunken trees and jungle-covered sur- ^ 
rounding land. It was very pleasant motor sailing 
along the well buoyed route. We had lunch and 
Robbie dozed a little, looking very comfortable on 
some cushions under the awming, but was always 
instantly awake whenever his walkie-talkie set 
cracked into life with a call for • “Handline 
Tryste.” 

It took us five hours to travel the 28 miles be¬ 
tween the locks. Four freighters passed us along 
the way, the last on being Wild Fulmar. "We’ll be 
going through with that one,” said Robbie. One of 
the officers walked out onto the bridge and smil¬ 
ingly urged us on. Going down small boats went 
into the lock first, with the freighters following 
behind. 

At the entrance to the Pedro Miguel lock, the

first one going down into the Pacific, we saw a 
big fluorescent pink and green arrow pointing to 
the lock Pacific bound -.essels should use. It 
looked as if it h 2 d been stolen from a drive-in res¬ 
taurant. 

There was a big chain across the entrance to 
th*' loc l \ As we crept slowly towards it. Wild Ful¬ 
mar breathing down cur necks, h seemed as if 
the char* was never going to move: We could 
almost touch it before it began to drop silently to 
the bottom of the lock and Robbie said, “easy 
ahead” to Ernest and we moved in. 

New line handlers strolled up casually and 
threw t..eif monkey's fists which now seemed less 
dangerous Itecause we were on the same level as 
be handlers. 

With Wild Fulmar towering over our stem we 
watched the water silently run out, easing the 
lines as v.e sank into the concrete pit but still 
keeping them taut. The gates opened ahead of us 
into Mimflores lake. 

"Only two more ' said Robbie cheerfully as 
we crossed the laae and came up to the two 
Miraflviies locks with Wild Fulmar still creeping 
along behind us. 

There Nemesis awaited us in the shape of a

The l\jrt Captain. :r. 'his office in Cristotal 
had written on our papers: "Centre lock. Not to go

alongside a tug." and underlined it in red. We 
wore happy to have this official confirmation for 
we had heard frightening talcs of yachts being 
damaged going alongside other vessels. 

Now Robbie said: "You’re going alongside 
that tug fr»r the last two.locks." 

We could have refused; but did not do so. By 
that time we had t*ome to like Captain Robinson. 
Charming, courteous and cheerful he had only 
been working at this particular job for six 
months, having lost his leg to an anchor cable on 
a tuna boat. 

"It's safe enough going down," he assured us. 
seeing that we were unhappy"about it. It was get¬ 
ting late and we did not wish to make trouble so 
wo said nothing. 

Once the tug was safely in the first lock and 
secured 4o the right hand side wall we went 
alongside her. Susie threw her line with such ac¬ 
curacy that she knocked the hat off the tugman 
who was there to catch it but he forgave her ami 
we were soon snubbed up tight, fore and aft. As 
the water rushed out of the lock we merely sank 
gently alongside the tug. The tug’s line handlers 
lot out their vast rope cables around enormous 
cleats. 

"Th-it's easier Ma’am, isn’t it?" Robbie 
asked. 

It was too easy, so that we were all lulled into 
complacency and not ready for the dangers inher¬ 
ent in the vicious current in the last lock. 

Ernest and I both blamed ourselves for what 
might have been and so nearly was. I know ihat 
both he and I were convinced that Tryste was 
going to i>c crushed. 

It was dark after we had escaped from the 
last lock. We put off Vanessa at the Balboa Yacht 
Club where she would catch a'train back to Cris¬ 
tobal. Robbie guided us out to sea where a launch 
met us and took him ashore. He advised us to go 
and anchor off a nearby island and not to go 
straight out to sea that night as we had intended. 

We derided to take his good advice. We all 
felt that we needed a good night's sleep to recover 
from our traumatic Panama transit.

given us by the National Archives. Washington, 
which reported that No. 2004 was "found Sep¬ 
tember 1948 by hunters above the timber line, 20 
miles from Tuchodi Lake. 

"The wreckage was located on the side of a 
steep mountain at approximately 7.000 feet. 
Wreckage was strewn in an area about 500 feet 
across the mountain and about mile down. The 
body of the aircraft was completely destroyed; 
the largest piece remaining was part of the wing. 
Melted metal was found, indicating burning, and 
many pieces of metal were observed buried in the 
rocks to a depth of four to six feet indicating 
many rock slides since the accident.” 

As for the payroll — thought to have been no 
more than 350,000 by this source — “a careful 
check was made . . . but absolutely no trace of 
any was found.” ^ 

Thus, some 31 years after ill-fated C-49 No. 

2004 slammed into a lonely mountainside in north¬ 
ern B.C., the mystery of its "lost” jjayroil re¬ 
mains unsolved. Officially, there were no funds

aboard the aircraft other than those carried by 
passengers nnd crew, and none was found by 
RCAF and JSAF investigators who visited the 
crash scene. Ironically, attempts to confirm 
whether in fact there was a payroll aboard were 
stymied. Military' Personnel Records Centre, St. 
Louis, replying to our query” “Any documents 
that would have shown the cargo or mail loaded 
in aircraft during the period concerned would 
have been d<*stroyed in accordance with applica¬ 
ble regulations.” 

Consequently, would-be treasure hunters 
must satisfy themselves with listing 25-year-old 
records. As air force investigators reported, the 
lost plane had hit the mountainside with great 
force, its burning wreckage being scattered for 
m >re than a mfle. and buried Tour to six feet 
under rock ilides. Whether a fortune in bullion 
lies, burled oeneath the slopes of a killer moun¬ 
tain. high' alxwe TUchodi Lake, remains one for 
the history bx>ks. 
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In the early 1890s Canada and the United States were engaged in a war of words. 


Canada’s War of Words 


There were those in 
the United States who 
said that if Canadians 
had any sense at all they 
would join the land of the 
Stars and Stripes. 

Even worse than that, there were 
some Canadians who were saying 
the same, led by The Toronto Globe, 
which maintained that it was foolish 
for Canada to any longer keep politi¬ 
cally separated from Uncle Sam. 

The Globe said Canada was in 
such terrible shape that it should no 
longer try to go it alone. 

The Victoria Colonist dealt with 
that upstart newspaper down east: 

•The Toronto Globe has devoted 
nearly two columns of its’ editorial 
space to a dismal Jeremiah. 

“The article may be said to be 
one long groan. 

“It represents Canada’s present 
position as being unmkigatedly bad. 
and it sees little hope for Canada's 
future as a nation to itself. 

“No reader of this doleful com¬ 
plaint would think that this proud 
Dominion of Canada is the home of 
5.000,000 people, who enjoy as many 
' of the comforts of life as any 
5.000,000 people on the face of the 
globe. 

“Our people, too, possess and ex¬ 
ercise all the rights and privileges 
that free men prize most highly. 

“We question whether the inhabi¬ 
tants of any country in the world 
have more real freedom, and use it 
more rationally than these Canadi¬ 
ans over whom The Toronto Globe 
makes its moan, “A people who 
enjoy a fair share of physical com¬ 
fort. who are intelligent and who 
have all the rights and privileges of 
self-government, are not to be wept 
over, as if they were steeped in 
misery', or on the high road to ruin.- 

“People generally feel a con¬ 
tempt for a whiner, which The 
Toronto Globe is, and chronic 
croakers are never popular. 

‘The gloomy picture which The 
Globe draws of Canada and every¬ 
thing Canadian is not calculated to 
produce a good impression abroad. 

“The people of Canada know this, 
and they neither like nor respect 
those who decry their own country. 

•The prophets of evil are heard 
with reluctance, and they are never 
cheered. 

“Everyone knows that Canada is 
not going to the dogs, and the men 
who habitually represent that she is 
on the high road to ruin are not 
regarded as the country's friends, as 
they really are riot. 

"They become discredited and 
disliked. 

“The wisest thing that The 
Toronto Globe can do is to cultivate 
a cheerful spirit. 

“Let it take a hopeful View of this 
country and its prospcts. 

“Let it try to be jolly, and stop, 
forthwith, its weeping and its wall¬ 
ing.’’ 

Some Canadians saw the United 
States as so aggressive that they 
believed Canada should arm itself to 
the teeth — just in case. 

The Colonist hoped for peace 
always, but said that Canada had 
nothing to fear: 
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If the worst should come to the 
worst, which we hope not. Canadi¬ 
ans will depend upon their courage 
and the goodness of their cause. 

“They can defend their hearths 
and homes as bravely and as resolu¬ 
tely as any men in the world. 

“Any invader would find he is in 
the presence of an enemy who is 
t*>th courageous and intelligent. 

“Canadians would have, too*, lei 
us not forget, the assistance, both by 
land and set. of one of the most pow¬ 
erful nations on earth. 

"Canadians, let Americans know, 
would be able to now, as they did in 
times past, give a good account of 
themselves. 

"They belqng to a fighting race, 
and there is no reason to believe 
that they have degenerated in the 
slightest degree. 

"The Americans would, we be¬ 
lieve. think twice before they attack 
such a jjeople. 

"But. really, there is no reason in 
the world to suspect that the Ameri¬ 
cans have the slightest intention of 
putting Canadians on tljeir mettle. 

"They have lived side by side for 
more than a century without quar¬ 
reling and the probability is that 
they will remain the best of friends 
for a century longer. 

"This continent is big enough for 
l>oth peoples; they are both peace¬ 
ful. and the occasions for disagree¬ 
ment are very few indeed."

Along about this time came a 
certain (Jen. Milos of the United 
States Army w’ho said that Van¬ 
couver Island had become a British 
arsenal, and that the United States 
had belter wach out. 

Gen. Miles told a U.S. Senate 
committee on defence that "the is¬ 
land of Vancouver is occupied by 
British forces, and is a place where 
the British Goverhment has expend¬ 
ed millions in building drydocks and 
navy yards, and has made some 
surveys for fortifications." 

"British guns on Vancouver Is¬ 
land." said the general, "now point 
south into the United States, and we 
must ever lx* on guard.” 

The Colonist promptly gave the 
lie to that (Jen. Miles: 

"Every British Columbian knows 
that the general could not have visit¬ 
ed the Island of Vancouver himself, 
or derived his information from a 
reliable source. 

"An Americaq military man in 
his position ought to know that there 
is not a <t>rporal‘s guard of British 
soldiers on the whole of the Island of 
Vancouver. 

"The only British force near it is 
the squadron at Esquimau; and the 
ships of war can hardly be said to 
occupy this island. 

"These ships would, no doubt, be 
an effective means of defence, and 
they might cause the Americans 
trouble on their own territory, and 
give their forces something else to 
do than ‘to occupy the principal 
points in British Columbia.' 

"Neither is the general correct 
when he testifies that the British 
Government has expended millions 
in building drydocks and naval 
yards on Vancouver Island. 

“There is nut one drydock In the 


whole of British Columbia, and that 
one was not built by the British 
Government. 

"It was constructed by the Do¬ 
minion Government, as much for 
commercial reasons as for purposes 

of defence. 

“We can only say the good gener¬ 
al doesn’t know what he is talking 
about.” 

All was peace and harmony for a 
few weeks when along came an 
American writer, by name of Joseph 
Nimmo, and he stirred up the pot by 
saying Canadians were. alsways try¬ 
ing to irritate Americans, that Cana¬ 
dians were nothing, really, hut fleas 
on the elephant’s back. 

The Colonist handled this man: 
"Joseph Nimmo. a very able anti- 
British. and anti-Canadian writer 
has been trying for sometime to 
crease ill feeling among the people 
of the United States against Cana¬ 
da. 

“He represents Canadians as in¬ 
solent and aggressive, and calls 
upon his countrymen to 'bring them 
to a proper respect for the rights 
and interests of the United States.” 

“We must remember, however, 
that by no means all Americans are 
anti-Canadian; there are many men 
of intelligence and enterprise on the 
other side of the boundary who are 
prepared to live alongside of Canada 
in terms of friendliness and good 
neighborhood, in spite of the at¬ 
tempts of Nimmo and others of his

ilk to create ill feeling between the 
two countries.” 

The Toronto Globe got going 
again to say Canadians would be 
better off as Americans, which 
caused The Colonist to reply: 

“This Canadian Jeremiah, this 
doleful prophet, is all the time de¬ 
claring Canada is going to wreck 
and ruin. 

“To such croaking Canadians, 
the United States is the happy land. 

"If, they say. we were only in the 
United States, and had the market 
of 65,000,000 people open to us we 
would be infinitely better off in 
every way. 

“When they are told that there is 
poverty in the United States, and 
that thousands find it exceedingly 
hard to make a decent living, they 
smile incredulously and reply if 
these thousands are poor it is their 
own fault. 

“The exodus from Canada to the 
United States is the text for many a 
doleful sermon*. 

"The bone and sinew of Canada, 
we are told, are leaving this country 
and if implicit faith were given to 
this gloomy prediction it might be 
feared that Canada will soon be 
again a howling wilderness.” 

Sir Charles Dilke, an English¬ 
man, had been visiting the United 
States, and when he returned home 
he told his countrymen that Ameri¬ 
cans were very proud of their 
country, no matter what others may 
th’nk of it. 

He said that people from mamny 
places 

He said that people from many 
places in the world, going to live in 
the United States “speedily become 
transformed into enthusiastically pa¬ 
triotic Americans.” 

The Colonist, reading this, ap¬ 


proved. and said Canadians would 
be wise to follow Americans in this 
regard. 

The Colonist editoralized: "In 
this American pride of country, and 
this desire to have other men of 
other lands think highly of their 
country, it would be well if Canadi¬ 
ans were more like their American 
neighbors. 

"Even native Canadians do not 
seem to have any very strong love 
for the land of their birth, and im¬ 
migrants coming to Canada continue 
to act and speak as if they were 
strangers in a strange land. 

"They do not become Canadians 
as foreign-born become Americans. 

"The land of their birth, or the 
land of their fathers, is sTlll their 
land, and they form themselves into 
distinct national organizations in 
which the love of ‘the old land' is 
kept alive and sometimes, to all ap¬ 
pearances, intensified. 

"We have in Canada Englishmen 
who are more English than the En¬ 
glish. and Scotsmen who are more 
ardent Scots than those who- have 
never left the Land O’ Cakes. 

"This is unfortunate. This Cana¬ 
da of ours, with all its faults and all 
its drawbacks, is a right noble 
country. 

"It has treated those who have 
made it their home most generously. 

"Thousands who are now' living 
in Canada, in comfort and respect¬ 
ability, w'ould, if they or their 
parents had remained at ‘home’ be 
struggling hard to gain a bare sub¬ 
sistence, and many not succeeding. 

"There are men high in position 
in Canada who have availed them¬ 
selves of the advantages which the 
country offers to better their condi¬ 
tion and to raise themselves in the 
world, who w'ould have been, in the 
land of their fathers, hewers of wood 
and drawers of water — that is, if 
they could get wood to hew and 
water to draw, which is not by any 
means certain. 

"Yet many of these men will join 
in belittling the country to which 
they owe so much. 

“It is not often that we find a Ca¬ 
nadian enthusiastic in his praise of 
the land o fhis birth, or his adoption. 

"It would be far better if Canadi¬ 
ans were continually blowing their 
own trumpets, if they formed too 
high an estimate of their own good 
qualities, and if they set too great a 
value on the advantages and re¬ 
sources of their country than to be 
thus perpetually trying to make 
themselves and their country appear 
to he w'orse than they are. 

"Canadians have much to learn, 
in this regard, from their American 
cousins." 

But, if Canadians had this to 
learn, The Colonist hoped they 
would not learn to behave as some 
Americans in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

The Colonist told the story: "The 
United States House of Represent¬ 
atives contains many members who 
have no claim whatever to the title 
of gentlemen. 

"We learn of some of them using 
language in debate which is charac¬ 
terized by their fellow members as 
being obsene and unfit for publica¬ 
tion. 

"And of course, when there are 
had language, and oaths, there are 
blows. 

"The men who use the one are 
certain to resort to the other. 

"But the fighting Is nothing like 
so strong an evidence of demorali¬ 
zation as the disgusting expressions

It was while motoring south 
out of the Kootenays on Canada 
Highway 93 that I came suddenly 
upon a chubby little gent who be¬ 
longed in the Bavarian Alps. With 
great cherish, he offered me a 
heady stein of beer and a smile 
and danced around the rustic cabin 
I presumed to be his home before 
inviting me inside to sit a spell. 
He introduced himself as Happy 
Hans. 

The month was July and, being hot and tired 
fwm miles of driving winding scenic roads 
through some of the most spectacular scenery in 
North America, I was thankful for Happy Hans’ 
hospitality. It was like meeting an old friend. 

Happy Hans, I found, was a symbolic sort of 
chap representing a village that has come to be 
known as Canada's Bavai^u They call it Kim¬ 
berley located a few miles north of Spokane, 
Wash., and it is indeed the highest town in all of 
Canada. 

It lays in a valley surrounded by majestic 
timber-clad mountains, often snow-capped eight 
to 10 months out of Ihe year. On top of one of

them is the start of a fantastic downhill ski run 
that in winter brings visitors from all over the 
west to challenge the fast trails down. In sum¬ 
mer, tourists ride the chair lift to the top of North 
Star Mountain for one of the most fantastic views 
anywhere. ^ 

Kimberley, I was told by Happy, was just 
about to begin its annual Bavarian Festival, nor¬ 
mally held toward the middle of each July, and 
he suggested I ought to stay awhile to help him 
and a few thousand other cheerful bodies cele¬ 
brate. I decided that wasn’t a bad idea. There 
was a KOA campground within a few miles of 
town and I headed my Superior motorhome van 
camper in that direction. 

,"You'd better check in first," suggested 
Hans, stroking a white plume of moustache. "If 
you don't, you might not get a place." 

The places were virtually all occupied by the 
time I reached the campground, but for other la¬ 
tecomers a new campground was being opened 
just outside the city limits of Kimberley and 
would accommodate scores of visitors. 

Then I drove to town to find the place akin to 
the throne room of a beehive. Everywhere last 
minute touches were being dealt before the fes¬ 
tival opened. Down the middle of what once was 
a street was one of the most breathtaking malls 
the Bavarian Pretzel — one could imagine, 
complete with flowing brook, arched bridge and a 
waterfall. There was even a waterwheel. 

Poppies and tuhps bloomed everywhere. Girls 
is long full-steirted dresses anti white b mnets * 
rushed along the streets and men in Bavarian 
shorts and plumed hats similar to that worn by 
Happy Hans went about their business. 

The houses were decorated in colorful window 
shutters, some of them trimmed with flowers, 
and the entire town had that well-groomed clean 
look of a true Bavarian village. 

Above the trickle of the water, I could hear 
siTains of rich Bavarian folk music coming from 
somewhere down the street. 

It was a prelude to the celebration about to 
begin. Kimberley, a mining town, had a new face 
as clean-scrubbed and attractive as any Dutch _ 
village in the old country. And there was an over¬ 
whelming atmosphere of friendly excitement per¬ 
meating the entire town. Happy Hans had done 
his job well. 

You might scoff about "plastic Bavarians’’ 

< and there are a few of them to be found in North 
America), but you cannot scorn the effort and 
achievement of the 8,000 or so citizens of this 
mountain mining town. With volunteer communi¬ 
ty endeavor, they have transformed what once 


was an ordinary town into a genuine Bavarian 
City ■of the Rockies. 

Call it Disneyland-ersatz if you will, it's a 
kind of thing that has popular appeal over all 
North America and the people of Kimberley 
didn't do it by halves. Bavaria was an effort to 
revive a dying town. And that was just what it 
needed. 

The annual Bavarian Festival brings thou¬ 
sands of visitors to the town, many of them from 
the United States for a three-day event that 
l»arallels the fun-filled excitement of any festival 
anywhere. It’s spelled out in food, drink and pro¬ 
fessional entertainment. There's even a wander¬ 
ing minstrel along the Bavarian Pretzel to give it 
a soft continental touch. 

All this combined with the internationally 
famous Cominco Gardens and skiing facilities 
ranked among the best in the Pacific Northwest 
make Kimberley a great destination. There are 
several campgrounds in the vicinity, .the high¬ 
ways provide scenic drives and not far away Is 
historic Fort Steele, dating back to 1864 and beau¬ 
tifully preserved. 

Fort Steele is an example of the modern 
approach to history in that the whole village 
serves as a “living museum." However, included 
with the park is a separate museum building 
which functions as the interpretative centre. Its 
displays form regional themes as they depict the 
human history of East Kootenay from Indian 
days t> the present. The town erf Fort Steele is a 
development aimed at creating a typical Koo¬ 
tenay District town of 1890, showing how- people 
lived in the area and how they worked. The com¬ 
posite village is a mixture of both restored and 
reconstructed buildings. 

Among those of particular interest at Fort 
Steele, I felt, were the Perry Creek water-wheel 
of 1933, the Hotel Windsor of 1899, St. Anthony's 
Church of 1897 and the Galbraith Store of 1870. 
They represent some fine studies of western Can¬ 
ada architecture during that era around the turn 
of the century. 

Several lakes in the area provide excellent 
opportunities for water sports — Wasa Lake near 
Fort Steele and Jim Smith Lake — including 
some excellent fishing for lake trout and cut¬ 
throats. Just a short drive away is the Kootenay 
Trout Hatchery with public tours. Also nearby is 
the Sullivan Mine, acclaimed as the largest lead- 
zinc mine in the world. And if you get into the 
mountains, you'll want to keep a keen eye for 
mountain goat. They abound in this part of the 
Kootenays. 

North of Kimberley are the luxurious hot 


springs lodges of the Kootenays — Radium and 
Fairmont — true mountain resorts. And they're 
not highly expensive. 

Kimberley has a nine-hole golf course with 
picturesque greens and fairways with a modern 
clubhouse and coffee shop. You might want to 
play a round or two there, but make sure you 
leave enough time to spend a few hours at the 
Cominco Gardens, located atop a small hill over¬ 
looking the city. 

Despite Kimberley’s altitude, a wide variety 
of flowers bloom in a profusion of colors through 
the seasons, beginning with crocuses, daffodils 
and tulips in April and May and running the 
gamut of summer and fall flowers — from agera- 
tum, chrysanthemums and dahlias through roses 
and zinnias. More than 50,000 flowers are started 
from seed in these gardens each year. A special 
showing of begonias and the magnificent stands 


of gladiolus in August through September draw 
particular attention. With a backdrop of lush 
lawns and evergreens, the artistic layout is pho- | 

tographed by thousands of camera-clicking visi- | 

tors annually. 

Kimberley, located 3.663 feet above sea level, I 

claims to be the highest city in all of Canada. t 

And it also claims to be the newest town in 
Canada for it has been reincarnated. i 


For years, Kimberley was dependent entirely 
u|»on Cominco Ltd., which operates the Sullivan 
lead-zinc mine, and upon logging and forestry. 

But these were no longer enough to secure the ‘ 

town’s stability and it had symptoms of decay 
when concerned citizens formed a committee in 
1972 to launch a new life for Kimberley. Happy 
Hans would help them do it. And so would every- < 

body else. The high school junior social studies : 

class drew up the plans for the Happy Hans » 

campground, for instance. 

Regardless of the time ,rf year you visit Kim¬ 
berley — and unquestionably the best time is dur¬ 
ing the annual Bavarian Festival - you’ll find a 1 

hospitable friendly people, a clean attractive 
town and some of the finest countryside in North 
America. After three days of unending celebra¬ 
tion and festivities, food and drink in unbelievable 1 

quantities, I felt a great loss at driving down 1 

Highway 95 away from Kimberley. Goodbyes are 1 

difficult with old friends . . . and that’s exactly 1 

what Kimberley came to mean in that brief span * 

of time. I hoped my trail would soon lead that 
way again. 
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Hitler's Deputy Persuaded to Lower His Guard 


and Seals His Fate 


Hess Confesses 


Reviewed by E. D. WARD-HARRIS 

Infamy has a macabre attraction and, judging by 
the profusion of books about Nazi Germany, gross infamy 
is endlessly fascinating. The latest book on the subject 
is THE LONELIEST MAN IN THE WORLD which deals 
with the captivity of Rudolf Hess, deputy fuhrer to Adolf 
Hitler and therefore the second most powerful man in 
the Third Reich. 


The author is Eugene* Bird, a re¬ 
tired American colonel who was 

> nmandant of the U.S. garrison at 
Spandau Prison in Berlin where 
Hess has been confined for the past 
27 years: 

Against all the rules. Bird, a reg¬ 
ular officer, taped conversations 
with Hess and persuaded his prison¬ 
er to collaborate with him on pre¬ 
paring the manuscript. Not surpris¬ 
ingly. Bird was removed from Span- 
dau and a little later retired prema¬ 
turely from the army. 

Following the Nuremberg trials 
»even men were sent to Spandau to 
sene their sentences. Von Neurath, 
Funk and Admiral Raeder were 
freed on medical grounds; Grand 
Admiral Doenitz served his 10-year 
term, and 10 years ago Albert Speer 
and Baldur von Schirach were freed 
after serving their 20-year sen¬ 
tences. 

Rudolf Hess became the sole 
prisoner in the old fortress, built to 
accommodate 600 men, guarded by a 
rotating force of 200 soldiers drawn 
trom the occupying powers. Britain. 
France, the United States and the 
Soviet Union, and warders from the 
•same four nations. 

Up to this point-the first 1 ;'j 0 
pages -Bird’s book is most interest¬ 
ing as it describes in detail the day- 
to-day routine at Spandau and the 
attitudes of the prisoners towards 
one another and to prison life. With 
the exception of Speer, all were dif¬ 
ficult. arrogant, and unrepentant 

The concluding 118 pages are en¬ 
tirely concerned with Hess and Colo¬ 
nel Bird's successful effort to gain 
his confidence and get him to di¬ 
vulge faets he had withheld at 
Nuremberg and in sessions with no 
fewer than 200 or so of the world’s 
top psychiatrists, who. incidentally, 
nidged Hess to be sane and highly 
intelligent. 

If Bird had been a trained, unbi¬ 
ased reporter conversant with mod¬ 
em history this book may have been 
important; it would certainly have* 
been enthralling. As It is this young, 
naive officer missed a golden ot>- 


portuniiy because he didn't know 
whal questions to ask and because 
his vision was t-loutled by his dislike 
of Russians and an almost filial af¬ 
fection for Hess. 

There isn't a word almut the 
Reichstag fire. tl»e murder of Roehni, 
the taking of Austria, the Munich 
Pact, the conquests of Czechoslova¬ 
kia and Hungary the violation of 
the Danzig corridor, the horrors of 
Poland, the reprisals in Franee. Bel¬ 
gium. Holland. Denmark *nd Nor¬ 
way. And not a mention of the con¬ 
centration camps and the slaughter 
of six million Jew’s. Not a word, 
despite the fact that Hes> was a 
party to most of it before his flight 
t*» Scotland the famous peace mis¬ 
sion in the spring of 1910. 

Bird has absolutely no sense of 
history, and presumably no moral 
indignation. All he can see is that an 
old man (Hess is now 8U* is "incar¬ 
cerated for year after year purely 
iiecause a country (the Soviet 
Union* Is using him as a political 
pawn for its own ends." He hopes 
that his book will elicit sympathy 
tor the ex-deputy fuhrer and "force 
rhe Russians to bow to the weight of 
sheer public opinion and release 
Hess." 

What a hope: The Russians are 
realists and have long memories 
and they know that if Hess hadn't 
l>een in a British prison he would 
have strutted in occupied Russia 
with other top Nazis, accepting the 
wholesale atixtcities with his usual 
equanimity. 

They also know that Hess was a 
pupil of Professor Haushofer whose 
theories of geo-politics were the raw 
material for Hiflers demands for 
lebensraum (living space by con¬ 
quest) and that Hess fed this mate¬ 
rial to Hitler when they were impri¬ 
soned together in Augsberg in 1923. 
and that it was incorporated in Mela 
kitmp w’hich Hess edited and typed 
for Hitler. 

They also know that Hess knew 
all about the liquidation of the Jews 
itecause lie persorilU pro-ected the 
Haushofer family (Frau Haushofer 
was a Jewess* from the Gestapo

with Hitler and. at Nuremberg, they 
demanded the death [>enalty for 
him. The only thing the.v didn't 
know was whether Hess had been 
briefed about Hitler’s intended in¬ 
vasion of Russia before he flew to 
Britain. 

They suspected that he had and

The victim simply forgot to drink 
enough water to stay alive. 

Berndy Berglund said the incred¬ 
ible irony occurs frequently in the 
bush, where loneliness builds fear 
into panic. 

"And once you panic, you're as 

good as dead." 

Mr. Berglund has spent n lifetime 
teaching military men and pilots 
how to keep alive in the wilderness. 
Four years ago he founded National 
Wilderness Survival Inc., a federally 
chartered non-profit organization. 
The school, an abandoned 230-acre 
farm, is located in the area of 
Campbellford, 22 miles north-west of 
Belleville. 

Its aim is simple 

"We just want to try to leach the 
hunter and fisherman and camper to 
take care of himself if he's lost 
while travelling in the bush. 

The "we" is not a modest editori¬ 
al pronoun. A driving force behind 
the school and currently one of its 
six Instructors is Clare Bolshy, Mr. 
Berglund’s wife. 

Its student body of more than 
2,000 begin their course with a 17- 
lecture home study program. Book¬ 
lets written by Mr. Bergulund with 
illustrations by outdoors man Bev 
Sanders are mailed to students, who 
read them and answer 15 questions 
on each topic. 

Subjects Include survival psychol¬ 
ogy, signals, shelters, traps and 
snares, hunting and fishing and edi¬ 
ble wild plants. Staff members cor¬ 
rect the answers and guide students 
through the course. 

The second part of the course is 
five days of bush trailing on the 
school's rolling acreage, unfarmed 
for 50 years and containing most of 
the wild plants mentioned in the 
course as well as flowing water, 
bush and even a beaver dam. 

Twenty-five students and one in¬ 
structor live for five days and nights 
in the bush as though they were lost, 
building shelters, seeking food and 
boiling water. 

The final phase, for the most de¬ 
dicated students, is five days alone 
in the wilds north of North Bay. The 
only link with civilization is an elec¬ 
tronic "beeperV-which a student can 
use to summon aid if he is injured 
or breaks down from the loneliness. 

"Most people break down be¬ 
tween the second and fourth day." 
Mr. Berglund said. "And that’s just 
what we want. That's the only way 
to fight the fear. If they can admit 
it." 

Loneliness is the most dangerous 
enemy of even experienced out¬ 
doors men. 
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"In the bush alone, the shadow: 
income big wolves. It’s tough t< 
fight because it creeps up on you 
you can’t pinpoint it. 

"When someone pushes tha 
beeper, we know they’re all right 
They still have sense enough to pus I 
that button—the battle is won." 

About 60 per cent of the curren 
students are women and Mr. Berg¬ 
lund said he likes to have at leas 
one woman in a group. 

"Women aren't afraid to asl 
questions," he said. 

"They don’t feel they'll look fool 
ish. You get some guy who has beet 
in the bush a lot and he thinks h« 
ought to know something but ht 
doesn't. 

"Women come out of the courst 
with a great deal more informotior 
than men. There’s no quwl 
looking foolish when your life de 
j»ends on the answer."

Laxer Outlines Another Solution 
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Says Old West Coast Trail Lineman 


It Was a Good Life 


By JAY MELMER 

Now a perky S3, Hugh Allan sailed to Canada 
from Scotland, settling on Vancouver Island in 1912. 
Well-travelled throughout Canada, especially in British 
Columbia ("I was into Prince George before it was built, 
the railway"), Allan toiled as a trapper and a faller for 25 
years in B.C.'s woods, mainly in Port Renfrew and Alberni. 

He hiked the West Coast Trail before the 1920s. 



The West Const Hugh Allan loved. 


Vancouver Island in 1912 was v 
i<>' different than it is today. If you 
w Anted to go anywhere then, yotr 
liad to go by boat. Not very many 
people here then, most oi them were 
I >gging. It was fine timiter in them 
days. No power saws, it was hard 
work cuttin' etn. We hadda use 
springboards — the mills didn’t 
want those thick butts then.' he 
recalls. 

What fine big'trees there were. 
A oeautiful sight and you had to be 
•ireful not to bust them up. Now the 
best of it is logged oft. it’s all small 
stuff. I don’t think they'll grow sack 
to the size they were before It's i 
shame." 

His logging and trapping days 
over. Hugh went to work for six 
years in the early 40s for Dominion 
Telephone, later taken over by B.C 
Telephone He recounts h?s lime 
with the telephone company as "the 
best job I ever had. My o u n ali 

the time. Never saw ttvose bos* 
fellers from town from one year to 
the next. They were always gonna 
come over, but they never did. I* 
was damn hard. Lots of times I ini 
, it good. In winter the lines were 
down more than up. 

"Sometimes the lines were down 
ali the time. Heaven above, those 
big winds! Once I left Pori Renfrew' 
and there was trouble every night 
for a month! I just went from one 
cabin to another. I had a cabin six 
miles out of Jordan River and a 
•ibin at Sombrio Beach. You never 
knew just where the trouble was. I'd 
be at Jordan one day. Sombrio the 
next and Jordan the day after, fix¬ 
ing the wires, splicing them and 
pulling the two ends together.” 

Allan remembers the West Coast 
Trail (to him the trail start* at J<»r- 
i»n River and*nms*to Bamfield* a* 
being, "pretty rugged in lots of 
places. Lots of brush. I’ll bet there’s 
a till all kinds of brush now. I hear 
they’ve done a lotta work on the 
trails. Don't know how it is now. 
Haven't been there since the. 50s. I 
had to brush the trail imit every 
summer, but it was pretty good. 
Sometimes though, it was so steep. I 
had to go up it on my hands and 
knees! 

"Most of the time you didn’t see 
nuthin', just the woods. Quite a few 
times I fell in the creeks. I lost a 
finger to one of them creeks. A flood 
was on and a log I used to cross on 
was under and there were falls down 
below'. I went up further to cross 
mother log. I was walking on top of 
the log 15 feet up in the air when the 
back slid out. I fell off and the big 
« cutting blade I always carried went 
' right through my finger. Geez. that 
hurt!” 

Allan recalls times when tra- 
• vellers couldn't get across creeks 
along the trail. End of the line was 
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Bamfield for his ioh. I asked Hugh 
to recall some of the major creeks 
in those days. Ho remembers the 
first stream out of Port Renfrew as 
being Camper Creek. 12 miles out 
and “not very big.” Sands(>it Creek, 
four miles from Camp Bay "you 
could wade across.” reports Hugh 
First sight of the sea out of Port 
Renfrew was at Camp Bay. 

After Sandspit Creek came Nine 
Mile Creek, then Sev en Mile Creek, 
"a wide one.’ 

Next body of water was Carma- 
nab River. Carmanah. remembers 
Allan. "Iiad a cable across it and 
you pulled yourself across, hand over 
hand. Some of tlie cable crossings 
were 700-900 feet, with !*«0 foot drops 
to the water below . 

“After pulling yourself across.’ 
says Hugh, "you’d be all done in I 
don’t know what would have hap¬ 
pened if you’d dropped. I never 
dropped.” 


Hugh especially recalls Loss 
Creek near Sonibrk* because “you 
were up 70 feet in the air. crossing. 
You got in a box with blocks and 
pulled the ro|«e to get across. You 
had to have strong arms, yeah!” 

At that point in our conversation. 
The oldtimer smiled and could tell 
some cherished memory’ was about 
to be j»assed on. “In those days,” he 
Ivegan, “tliere were lots of fish but 
not an awful lot of game on the 
coast. You’d see deer once in a while 
but I don’t know. I guess it wasn’t 
adapted to deer, the trail was so 
rugged. There were all kinds of 
hear and lots of cougar. You could 
run into a bear anytime. 

"Bear*, though, would run from 


you every time, unless there were 
cubs. If there were cubs, look out! 
One met me once with two cubs and 
I had to back up! J had a dog that 
used to run 50 feet ahead of me on 
the trail and one day he ran into a 
cougar. I could see the cougar jump 
off the top of a log. I shouted at the 
dog to come back and that cougar 
came within 10 feel of me. 

"I never packed a gun. but I 
always had an axe over m\’ 
shoulder. If he’d attacked that dog. I 
was going to attack him. hut he 
wasn’t interested. I saw all kinds of 


cougars at Sombrio Beach. I had a 
cabin there that burned down. If the 
lines were up. sometimes I’d stay 
there two or three days. I sure liked 
Sombrio. I could see the big 
boats passing every day. There was 
always something strange washing 
up on the beach and at low tides you 
could walk along and pick up all 
kinds of things.” 

Allan used to trap in the winters 
for marten, mink and coon. He sold 
the furs because “I wasn’t in it for 
my health, that’s sure. That’s hard 
work too, way back in the moun¬ 
tains for weeks.” 

After Dominion Telephone, Hugh 
Allan retired to 10 acres of land in 
Port Renfrew, farming it “with a 
team of horses and a bunch of 


cows.” Then tragedy struck. As a 
young man. Allan suffered frozen 
feet on the prairies and over the 
years it caused the veins in his legs 
to plug up, causing gangrene to set 
in. Approximately eight years ago. 
Allan was admitted into hospital and 
both his legs were removed from the 
waist down. 

After his release from hospital, 
he moved to Sooke’s Avre Manor, a 
home for the aged. He has lived 
there ever since, leaving home twice 
a week for lunch and cards at the 
pensioner’s hall in Sooke and once a 
year to vote. “Got to do my duty.” 
A wonderfully pleasant, popular 
man. ‘Hughie’ was happily chatting 
with three young girlfriends when I 
left him. Just before parting, fa nat¬ 
ural question for a man who’d lived 
such a long, full life». I asked him 
how the good old days compared to 
present-day life. 

Came the immediate reply 
"There wasn’t the pollution them 
days there is now. They’ll never 
clean it up. never! It's got too far 
ahead of them. Oh, lookit all the 
mills where a lot of the pollution 
comes from, dumpin’ all that gar¬ 
bage in the ocean. It’s cornin' right 
back on the beaches. I'm in favor of 
seeing the machinery do the hard 
work, it can do in one day what it’d 
take a man three months to do. But 
a lotta men are out of work! 

"In those days, everybody 
worked. There was no shortage of 
work cause everything was done by 
hand. I think the old horse and buggy 
days was better. Wages weren't big. 
but the cost of living wasn't either. 
There are too damn many cars on 
the road, too many accidents. There 
was no blacktop roads in those days, 
all gravel. I don’t know, everybody 
was friendly. I guess it was cause 
you never knew when you might 
have to depend on somebody. These 
day's nobody seems to have time for 
one another." 

Were people healthier in those 
days? "I believe they were. They 
didn't have so much fancy stuff, no 
candies, cookies." 

Did he recommend hiking as 
good exercise for people today? "It 
wouldn’t hurt em! Hiking’s good ex¬ 
ercise. I done lots of it, I know that. 

I bet I hiked more'n, any man I 
know around here. 

"It's been a good life, I enjoyed 
it. I have good memories of it. It’s 
no use looking back. Always look 
ahead! They're ruining the looks of 
the country now, but you can’t stop 
it. you just got to put up with It. Just 
do what you can and be happy !”•

SANTO DOMINCO (UPI) — The Dominican 
government refused Saturday to give in to guer¬ 
rilla demands to release 37 prisoners and pay $1 
million in spite of two death threat deadlines against 
six hostages. 

The two deadlines given by 
the guerrillas, at noon and 5 
p.m., passed without any im¬ 
mediate known reprisals 
taken against the captives, 
which include American diplo¬ 
mat Barbara Hutchison and 
the Venezuelan consul and 
vice-consul. 

One of the hostages escaped 
around noon Saturday and 
was shot and critically wound¬ 
ed in the chest while fleeing, 
police sources said. 

As the second deadline ap¬ 
proached, a police mobile riot 
squad with test gas grenades 
and launchers arrived outside 
the Venezuelan consulate, 
now controlled by the guerril¬ 
las holding the hostages. 

Miss Hutchison, in a tele¬ 
phone interview taped in 
Spanish by Radio Cristal, said 
in a strained voice she did not 
rhink the United States would 
pay $1 million for her release. 

Guerrilla leader Radames 
Mendez Vargas said in a tele¬ 
phone interview shortly after 
noon that if his demands were 
not met by the deadline he 
would "act according to the 
circumstances.” 

He said that a Japanese 
captive fled through a window 
after asking permission to go 
to the bathroom. He did not 
mention any shooting. 

Police sources said the 
man, variously identified as 
Pablo Caho, a Japanese, or 
Pablo Chao, of Chinese de¬ 
scent, was shot in the chest 
by the guerrillas. He was 
later rushed to a military hos¬ 
pital by troops surrounding 
the occupied consulate, the 
sources said. 

He was reported by police 
to be in critical condition. 

"I don't think the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment -will pay the ran¬ 
som.” said Miss Hutchison, a 
47-year-old career diplomat. 

"That’s the philosophy of my 
government.” 

"We are hungry, that's one 
problem,” she said. "The 
lights and water are cut off.” 

Later she sent a frantic te¬ 
leprinter message to U.S. am¬ 
bassador Robert Hurwiteh 
asking him to head off a po¬ 
lice rush at the building, 
which she said was imminent. 

Hurwiteh messaged back that 
he had been assured no such 
action was contemplated "for 
the time being”. 

The guerrillas said they 
numbered 23. but only six 
were known to have been seen 
inside the consulate.

THAT OUT OF THE WAY. lei me get on 
with Highways Minister Graham Lea's an¬ 
nouncement thai road speeds will be lowered 
throughout this province, l^a has set Oct. 8 
as the day of official change. 

His remarks should be cheered by every 
sane-thinking British Columbian. No matter 
what the minority says, no matter what ob¬ 
jections it raises about a law that will reduce 
death on the highway, we have to be moving 
into a somew’hat enlightened age insofar as 
speed is concerned. 

I totally reject arguments from those 
drivers who insist they are superior drivers 
and. therefore, capable of travelling our 
highways at excessive speeds. 

THEY ARE NOT capable of maintaining 
control of a dangerous weapon at speeds of 
more than 60 m.p.h. Many of the dissenters 
will trot out unblemished driving records to 
prove they are master* of driving, masters 
of being able to gun the auto at 70, 80 or 90 
m.p.h. 

Conceding the poinl they may be good 
drivers doesn't alter the fart there are too 
many factors against them. Poorly construct¬ 
ed highways, sub - standard drivers. They 
must be taken into consideration and if this 
means we are setting speed laws in the 
lowest common denominator sense, then this 
is precisely what we must do. The whole 
must be protected from the few. 

IT IS TO BE HOPED Chat the intioduc- 
tion of slower highway speeds will be accom¬ 
panied by stiffer penalties for those who con¬ 
tinue to thumb their noses at the laws. Re¬ 


ducing the speed limit is good only if the 
penalties for disobedience are conversely 
raised. 

It is also hoped that the big semi-trailers, 
driven by professipnals, will be part and par¬ 
cel of reduced speed limits. They too often 
get away with exqessiv^effeed and many mo¬ 
torists feel there ils a separate set of laws for 
the professional driver. 

And this should be made indelibly clear 
to the drivers of the trans-continental buses. 

GREYHOUND BUSES. far instance 
break the speed limit every single day of the 
year and seemingly with impunity. You don't 
hear of too many bus drivers being ticketed 
for exceeding the limit. 

Greyhound management must take the 
blame. Greyhound management sets up 
schedules that are virtually impossible to 
maintain without the drivers resorting to the 
lead-foot method of driving. Again, the 
drivers, through long years of highway expe¬ 
rience. are undoubtedly excellent at their 
.jobs. This should not. however, give them li¬ 
cence to break the law when other drivers, 
say commercial travellers (with the same 
long years of experience i, are ticketed for 
speeding infractions. 

THERE IS precious little sanity on the 
highways, so any ntove to add even a small 
measure of safety has to be a move In the 
proper — the only — direction. 

Get the speed freaks off the roads. Fine 
them heavily, jail them for repeated infrac¬ 
tions and forget the bleeding heart renditions 
of what hardship it might cause the flamilies 
of the pumsthed offenders. 

Old story — who cries for Ihe victim. Im¬ 
mediate family and the tears are lost on the 
rotten-driving fraternity. 

And, in case you hadn't noticed it. Vic¬ 
toria has become one of the very worst'cities 
in Canada in which to drive. 

Contrast it to. say. 10 years ago when 
Vic toria might well have been one of the eas¬ 
iest cities in which to drive. Progress . . .

If. having normal blood, you 
gel a bump hard enough to 
break some tiny blood ves¬ 
sels, the blood will clot so rap- 
idy that relatively little of it j 
escapes. But il the blood has | 
been "thinned" with an¬ 
ticoagulants, the blood does 
not clot so promptly, more of , 
it seeps into the tissues, and 
presently there is enough to 
cause a visible bruise. The 
anticoagulants do not cause 
the bruises — but they permit 
them to develop.

Another 
push 
made 
on road 


PORT ALICE An emer¬ 
gency bridge installed here 
last winter is likely to outlast 
the persons using it, council 
has been told. 

TYie bridge, on the four-mile 
road between Rumble Beach 
townsite and the Rayonier 
Canada pulp mill, was washed 
out last Dec. 15 in a landslide 
ubich destoyed one home and 
caused extensive damage to 
several others. 

It was replaced by what 
was supposed to be a tempo¬ 
rary structure made from 
original bridge parts \riiich 
had been washed several 
hundred feet down a gully. 

“The life expectancy of the 
bridge is four years,” Mayor 
Alex MacLeod told council. 

“Yes, but what is the life 
expectancy of the people who 
have to use the road and 

bridge?” asked Aid. Rowland 
Scott. 

The road was 'built by the 
provincial government at the 
time of village incorporation 
in 1965. A short time later, the 
government declared it was a 
municipal responsibility.

Last voyage for the darling of CP 


When Ctnadian Pacific last week scuttled 
its 70\vear-old Victoria-Seattle ferry service, 
it sunk a colorful chunk of B.C. maritime his- 
tory. ^ 

The last traces of the historic run will be 
submerged after the Princess Marguerite 
docks in the Inner Harbor Monday for the 
last time. 

The Marguerite is finishing her service in 
a less spectacular way than an earlier ship in 
the service which had the same name. 

That first Marguerite went to the bottom 
of the Mediterranean in 1942 after being tnr- 
liedoed by a German submarine 

The present Marguerite, in all likelihood 
will lx* sold to a wrecker in the Far Fast for 
scrap. 

But for many Victorians who travelled on 
both ships, the ending is still a sad affair. 

The Marguerite is the last in a long line of 

Princesses. 


Built in 194k in Glasgow, Scotland, she 
became the darling of CP's coastal service 
when she took her place in the line the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

The first Marguerite, also built in Scot¬ 
land. was pressed into service as a troop car¬ 
rier during the Second World War and went 
down while carrying 1,200 soldiers, of whom 
55 were lost. 

The second Marguerite will likely be sold 
for scrap by Maple Shipping Co., of Van¬ 
couver. which will handle disposition of the 
6,000-ton ship. 

A CP spokesman said an attempt will he 
made to find another shipping line to buy the 
Marguerite, but he was not hopeful of dispos¬ 
ing of the ship by selling her for anything but 

scrap. 

"She is very dated and the operating <*osts 
to run her are fairly high for today’s mar¬ 
kets,'' he said. 


Victoria Aid. Sam Bawlf said last week 
that only the "‘nickel and dime" tourist trade 
w il be hurt to any serious extent by the clos¬ 
ing down of the Seattle-Victoria ferry run. 

But one observer pointed out the Mar¬ 
guerite brought more than 100,000 4ourists 
into the city each year ‘"and that’s a hell of a 
lot of nickles and dimes." 

The ship s last complete run today from 
Seattle to Victoria and back will be a happy 
one. She has been chartered to bring 1,000 
Seattle newspaper carriers to Victoria for the 
day. 

CP's ticket office said Friday that all the 
staterooms had been booked by Victorians 
who want to he on the Marguerite on the last 
run to Seattle and return. The ship is li¬ 
censed to carry 2.000 passengers and was 
loaded to near capacity when she left Vic¬ 
toria's wharf Saturday night. The passengers 
will remain in Seattle today and return Mon¬ 
day. 


But even if the Marguerite will disappear 
after Monday, her name will still live in at 
leasl one way. 

A baby once made an unscheduled ap¬ 
pearance aboard the ship in July 1955, when 
the Marguerite was en mute to Vancouver. 
This caused a slight flap among bureaucrats 
in the province’s vital statistics department. 

The bureaucrats said the rules and regula¬ 
tions clearly stated that the baby's birth cer¬ 
tificate show , as the place of birth, the regis¬ 
tration district nearest the ship at the time 

For a time, it was not known if the baby 
girl Diane was officially born a I Victoria. 
Ganges, or Vancouver. It was finally decided 
that her birth certificate would read that she 
was born "aboard Princess Marguerite, en 
route to Vancouver." 

The baby's second name is Marguerite in 
honor of her birthplace.

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Higher prize money 
boon to top masters

Things have certainly 
changed on the North 
American chess seene in the 
past decade or so, particu¬ 
larly pertaining to profes¬ 
sional players and their abili¬ 
ty to make ends meet. 

Going back 10 years. I can 
think of only one North Amer¬ 
ican player who was making 
a fairly good living out of 
chess the inimitable world 
champion, Bobby Fischer of 
the U.S. 

But even Bobby in those 
days had to scratch and work 
hard to make a living out of 
the game, while everyone else 
had to supplement ihe chess

income with all sorts of other 
work. 

Of course even then it was 
a different situation in the So¬ 
viet Union. Hungary, Yugosla¬ 
via and other lop Eastern 
Fiuropean countries, where 
good players have always had 
a good living to go with their 
rankings. 

But today even in North 
America the picture is com¬ 
pletely different, with a 
number of players being able 
to live on chess alone. 


I ll concentrate on onf^ of 
the most promising ones. 

Walter Browne, the Austra¬ 
lian-born. Los Angeles-based 
grandmaster who has had 
some outstanding successes id 
the past few years including 
the recent Fan-Am cham¬ 
pionship he won in Winning 
had scored one of his finest 
successes just before the Win¬ 
nipeg tournament. 

It was the U.S. Closed in 
Chicago, witn all top U.S. 
players except Bobby F'ischer 
and Rober Byrne taking pari. 
iSrowne surprised all by win¬ 
ning handily with a fl'a-S'a 
score, winning six games, 
drawing seven and losing 
none. 

Larry Kvans and Pal 
Benko. both grandmasters 
like Browne, tied for second 
and third with eight |*oints 
each, while Anothony Saidv, 
an international master, sur- 
I r ised by taking fourth place 
with 74 fioints. Grandmasters 
Sam Reshevsky and Arthur 
Bisguier and international 
masters Ken Rogoff and John 
Grefe, all w-ere next with 
seven points. In all. fourteen 
players competed in this 
$25,000 event, with Browne 
gobbling up a healthy $2,250 
first prize. 

Browne wasn't finished 


after the Chicago success, 
coing on fo the big World 
Open, also played in New 
York. 

It was probably the best 
World Open ever, with close 
to 400 playvrs competing in 
‘.he top class alone, paying 
close to $40 each in entry fees, 
liesides the mandatory U.S. 
Chess Federation membership 
fee of $10. 

Beni Larsen, who later tied 
for third place in the Canadi¬ 
an Open in Montreal, finished 
alone in first place and pock¬ 
eted $5,000. However. Browne 
was only half a i>oint behind 
the Danish grandmaster and 
won $2,250, for a pretty fair 
return of *$4,500 in two tour¬ 
naments within less than a 
month. 

Add to it his qther tour¬ 
nament winnings, plus fees 
for simultaneous exhibitions, 
lectures, etc., and I’m certain 
lie grosses $30,000 on the year. 
Since he can write off all his 
cxjienses against the gross, he 
probably pays no income tax 
»-nd nets in the excess of 
$20,000 annually, fir close to 
$2,000 monthly. 

Not bad for a 23-year-old in¬ 
volved in game where a scant 
10 years ago a top chess 
player was lucky if he cleared 
$5,000 a year. 

Games of the week are both 
by BmwTie. one from the U.S. 
Closed, the other from the 
World Open.
